The hijacker, identified as 
William Holder, 23. of Oak¬ 
land, Calif., and his com¬ 
panion. Katherine Mary Ker- 
kow, 20 . were taken to a po¬ 
lice office at the airport for 
questioning and later to a 
hotel In Algiers. They were 
reported to have asked for 
. asylum and said they were 
members of the Black Pan¬ 
thers movement. 

After landing the plane tax¬ 
ied to a runway area about a 
mile from the terminal. .Two 
automobiles and three fire 
trucks accompanied it. 

Army security forces, de¬ 
ployed around the airport, 
kept newsmen away. 

The hijacker seized a West- 
' em Air Lines Boeing 727 dur¬ 
ing a flight from I/w Angeles 
to Seattle. He freed about 
half the 90 passengers un¬ 
harmed when the plane flew 
to San Francisco, where he 
collected the ransom, changed 
to the lunger-distance TJO and 
ordered it to New York. The 
other passengers were re¬ 
leased in New York Saturday. 
Then the plane flew to Al¬ 
giers. 

Among passengers on the 
727 when it was comman¬ 
deered was Ron Dellinger, 37, 
of Chula Vista. Calif., a senior 
chief yeoman in the navy. 

"We were passing Mt. Rain¬ 
ier and 1 saw him walking up 
the aisle with a hostess." said 
Dellinger of the hijacker. 
"The next thing we knew the 
pilot told us there was a pas¬ 
senger aboard who didn't 
want to land in Seattle ’’ 

The hijacker told the pilot, 
Jerome Juergenes. he had a 
bomb and three accomplices. 
The accomplices proved non¬ 
existent, and no passenger 
said he saw a weapon. 

At the hijacker’s direction, 
tlie pilot ordered everybody 
on the right side to get off the 
plane at San Francisco and 
board a larger aircraft. 

Hut he told children, 
parents and elderly people 
they could stay In- San Fran, 
cisco if they wished. 

The hijacker identified him¬ 
self to FBI agents in San 
Francisco hs Willie Holder, 
24. according to an airlines 
s|x)kesman. 

About an hour after leaving 
San Francisco, the hijacker 
told the passenger* they 
would be released in New 
York, said John Ridgeway, 22. 
of Seattle, who was travelling 
with his mother.

Hepatitis and Hair 


By G .C. TIIOSTKSON. Ml) 


I tear Dr. Thontcaon: I have 
been having problems with 
my hair for more than a 
month now. I comb it. and a 
bunch of it comes out on the 
comb. 

My doctor told me il was 
related to the condition 1 am 
m I was hospitalized sever¬ 
al months ago for hepatitis. 

I am 57. Have you any 
suggestions?—Mm. . 1 . II. 

I don't for a moment 
doubt that the hepatitis Indeed 
has had something to do witli 
your hair loss. 

However, it is far from 
being tlie greatest risk related 
to hepatitis, a disease which 
has become dangerously pre¬ 
valent with too little attention 
paid to it. and to measures 
people should take to protect 
themselves. 

I don’t mean there's a lack 
of research and medical study 
of hepatitis; there's a great 
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deal of it. But the public, for 
some reason or another. 


doesn't sccin to realize how 
much hepatitis us going 
around. 


However, let’s get back to 
the hair problem. Hair has a 
pattern of growth. A hair 
grows for about three years, 
then rests. The hair shaft falls 
out. Presently a new hair 
shaft grows in. The average 
natural loss of hair is about 30 
to 75 shafts a day. So a few 
hairs on the comb or brush 
don’t mean baldness is aruund 
the comer.

This position seems inconsistent in view at Mr. 
Godsons statements in July, 1970, When an Eng¬ 
lish-speaking official in the revenue department 
was denied promotion on the basis of lack of knowl¬ 
edge of French. 

John Turner, then justice minister, spoke for 
the government when he said in inference to this 
case: “This is the heart of the whole policy of the 
government ... that no person shall be denied 
promotion because of insufficient language facility 
when they have not been given adequate time to 
acquire, the second language.” 

"Since the commission's authority is derived 
from Parliament," wrote Mr. Carson to Mr. 
Turner, "the.only recoui'se is either to have the 
(Public Service Employment) act or regulations 
amended or make the political leaders realize that 
Civil senunts are suffering.” 

Mr. Carson was then properly concerned with 
the welfare of men and women employed by I lie 
government; now he appears to he more interested 
in some soil of rule for regional and racial repre¬ 
sentation. 

But his advice to the prime minister, through 
Mr. Turner, still has the same validity it had in 
1970. Parliament should review and repair where 
necessary the legislation and regulations governing 
employment and promotion of the nation’s ser¬ 
vants whatever their ethnic origin or lingual capa¬ 
bilities. 

There is no room or excuse for misinterpreta¬ 
tion there in assessment of suitability. The 
rule of merit must prevail.

Another area of wonder about sincerity is the 
long-planned United Nations “world conference on 
the human environment" about to start in Stock¬ 
holm. To call it a "world conference" is nonsense. 
The bickering that has been continuing for months 
on what nations will be allowed voting privileges 
makes piospecU for meaningful measures emerg¬ 
ing most depressing. 

Because East Germany is not a member of the 
United Nations or any of its specialised agencies (a 
recent move to admit it to the World Health Orga¬ 
nization was voted dow n I it is not being allowed to 
participate. 

As a result, most Warsaw Pact nations in¬ 
cluding Hungary, Poland, Czechoslovakia and Bul¬ 
garia, are joining Russia in a boycott of the confer¬ 
ence. At least that was the situation up to a few 
days before the scheduled start of the “world con¬ 
ference." 

Western powers moved earlier for a compro- 
miae. They suggested East Germany be invited 
with all privileges except voting rights. Russia said 

this was not good enough, a stHnd which conscien¬ 
tious environmentalists must support. 

There should he no playing of politic* with an 
issue which is of such tremendous importance to all 
mankind. Political considerations should have no 
part in such a conference. All nations, no matter 
what their status, should lie participating. Only 
then could there be real hope for survival.

There was President Nixon, from the 
green room in the Kremlin palace, talk¬ 
ing to all the Russians scattered across 
that vast nation, and to Americans and 
all the world by satellite and relay, half 
the pnver that dominates the world 
and humanity praising the other half 
Leonid Brezhnev and his colleagues. 

Nixon spoke of "a peaceful and 
progressive international order*' based 
on "sovereign equality and mutual resp¬ 
ect." Well, the joy of giants must make 
the world smile, if only out of deferential 
fear. 

Behind the hopes tor world peace, 
compassion; the president told the touch¬ 
ing story of Tanya Savicheva, the 11- 
year-old girt who was the last of her 
family to die in the siege of Leningrad 30 
years ago. "As we work toward a more 
peaceful world, let us think of Tanya and 
of other Tanyas and their brothers and 
sisters everywhere.*’ he said.

I wonder if the triumphant, ever¬ 
present communications network of the 
world carried that speech into the homes 
of children in Hanoi, Hai|>h«>ng, Danang, 
Hue, An Loc, Saigon. My Lai. Kontum. 
Dinhluong. 

So many times Nixon and his pre¬ 
decessor, and his predecessor's pre¬ 
decessor, have been on television telling 
Americans about peace and about their 
honor and commitment in Vietnam, and 
about the importance of giving the Viet¬ 
namese a chance to make their own ar¬ 
rangements in peace. 

The great powers. In their Kremlin 
talks, apparently could not agree on any 
way to bring a settlement to the Vietnam 
conflict. So. in several places in South 
Vietnam, cities are under siege and the 
progress of battle has degenerated again 
into a body count.

The North is being pulverized by 
American bombing and choked <>ff by the 
American navy. Withdrawal of American 
army troops cAhtmues, but Marine 
strength in the South is up, and naval 
strength in the- entire war theatre is up, 
and the U.S air force has men and equip- 
ment ^ln this battle from bases as far 
away as Thailand and Guam. 

All over Vietnam the war has become 
nothing more than a bloodbath; the faith 
of American administrations in techno¬ 
logy has not been shaken at all by the 
failure of more than seven years of such 
bombing as the world has never seen. 

In Moscow there appears to have 


been no agreement about this war. In 
Paris there are no talks now, because 
Nixon cut them off. 

* * * 

At the United Nations there is only a 
dying despair; apparently the giants of 
the earth have decided to abandon to 
decay that peace-keeping forum where 
small nations could air their parochial 
considerations in an atmosphere of mu¬ 
tual respect. 

In Peking there is silence^n Hanoi 
defiance, in Saigon the silent strangle¬ 
hold of martial law. 

From the air and from the ships, 
Americans are destroying North Viet¬ 
nam entirely — first the so-called mili¬ 
tary targets, then rail lines and bridges, 
then plants, then parts of cities. But the 
army of the North is in the South, dug 
in. probing, holding Saigon In check, 
probably just waiting for a convenient 
cloud cover to make its next moves. 

Either this destruction will continue 
without end, or everybody will stand still 
where he is and the United States will 
pull out within four months. After that, 
presumably, whether anyone continues 
to stand still is up to the Vietnamese, 
a a a 

So. why not now? Nixon has spoken to 
the world about peace through the years 
from Peking. Moscow. Washington. L»n- 
don. the Azores, spoken through picture 
tulies and k>udsi»eakers to people all over 
the world who slay in their homes get¬ 
ting his message from signals bounced 
off little metal satellites ceaselessly cir¬ 
cling the Earth. 

But he has been unable to give a con¬ 
vincing explanation from anywliore to 
anyone of why if America is going to 
pull out after so many years and so 
much blood, they do qpt simply |>ull out 
now. 

America will not be defeated. tl»ey 
are assured; they wilj end this affair 
with honor. Their danger has not been 
that they will lose in Vietnam, they can¬ 
not win; and what is there to win. what 
will there be if this destruction goes on?

Their danger, in their souls and 
hearts, has been that the United States 
might continue this monstrous storm of 
daqg} until everything is destroyed, and 
then cail it victory.

With Breztmev thus tom* 
miPed. the German negotia¬ 
tions moved forward fairly 
rapidly. 

They have now come to a 
he:id hi one treaty between 
Russia and Waal German) * 
second treaty between Poland 
and West Germany, and a 
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third accord covering Berlin 
and signed by the Big Four. 

Two main effects flow from 
tl»ese agreements. First, West 
Germany now accepts the 
westward advance of Poland 
and Russia at the expense of 
former German lands. 

The agreement* secondly 
imply the iwmianent division 
«*f Germany into two states. 
East Germany is to be taken 
into the United Nations. From 
there to recognition of East 
Germany is only a small step. 

Tiie Mosniw summit ad¬ 
vanced the process of German 
settlement in two ways. The 
final communique smiled fa¬ 
vorably on what has already 
been done as a good examine 
of "fruitful co-operation."

Moreover. President Nixon 
accepted the Soviet proposal 
for a European Security Con¬ 
ference to tie held "without 
undue delay" that is. prob¬ 
ably early next year. 

The main purpoac of that 
m? 2 ting in Russia's eyes is to 
get all the interested parties 
in Western Euru|>e and 
Eastern Europe and North 
America to sign onto the 
G ?rman deal that Brezhnev 
has cut. 

The Russians are expecting 
that Brezhnev himself will go 
to that conference. They are 
talking n>>w about the |>oa&ibil- 
ity that the American pres¬ 
ident. whom he confidently 
expects to he Nixon, will also 
attend. 


At that point, Brezhnev will 
have achieved a truly grand 
design — the full consoli¬ 
dation of the victory Russia 
won in the Second World War 
and the general acceptance of 
Soviet supremacy in the so¬ 
cialist commonwealth. 

U is not surprising that 
Brezhnev is pleased and that 
he is asserting his gains both 
in Eastern Europe and in 
North Vietnam.

OKANOGAN. Wash. (AP) 
— At least 400 families have 
been evacuated and apparent¬ 
ly It will be several days be¬ 
fore they can return to thetr 
homes, but the Okanogan 
River has begun to fall and 
“the situation looks pretty 
good” in flooded areas of 
Okanogan county, witnesses 
said Saturday. 

Dike reinforcement con¬ 
tinued Saturday in the Omsk- 
Okanogan arte, in north-cen¬ 
tral Washington but efforts 
were being concentr a ted on 
keeping the Omsk sewage 
treatment plant in operation. 

The National Guard said all 
but about 20 or 179 men sent 
to the stricken area had been 
pulled out. 

Bain Crofoot. director of 
emergency services for Okan¬ 
ogan County, said earlier the 
river had fallen 1% inches — 
volume of water would pre¬ 
vent It from receding quickly. 

“We'U be in the flood stage 
some time” be aald. 

Estimates were that the 


river would have to fall a foot 
or two below Us highest le\el 
of 22.5 feet before people 
could start going back. 

Waters from the snow- 
swollen Okanogan continued 
to threaten dirt levees — and 
some at Omak were reported 
giving way. The ones at Okan¬ 
ogan were softened by seep¬ 
age and the fast-moving river. 

Okanogan sheriff Fred 
Homer said damage would be 
“a lot more than anybody 
would believe.” He said as of 
Friday damage was the worst 
since high water swej>t the 
valley in 1994. 

Nearly all the able-bodied 
people in the county have 
been Involved in the flood 
fight, Crofoot said. 

About 10,000 people live in 
the county along the Okano¬ 
gan. 

The Army engineers said 
the Columbia, River had 
climbed about a foot above 
flood stage and was expected 
to stay there for several days, 
but no problems had resulted.

risdiction. 

"Man and his environment 
must be spared the serious ef¬ 
fects of further testing or use 
in hostilities of weapons, par¬ 
ticularly those of mass de¬ 
struction.” 

Officials said the industrial 
countries argue that these 
principles, if strictly applied, 
could lead to such complica¬ 
tions as states demanding 
compensation for something 


like the exportation of an au¬ 
tomobile not equipped with 

anti-poUution devices.

Amendments to the 1970 Ut- 
litter law* morfe bite are re¬ 
fer Art which give B.CYs anti 
suiting In more convictions 
and stiffer penalties. 

Tliat was the situation out¬ 
lined last week hy deputy rec- 
r e a t i o n minister Lloyd 
Brooks. He said in an inter¬ 
view that fines throughout 
B.C., which were consistently 
$15 to 125 before tiie amend¬ 
ments became effective in 
May, are now increasing to as 
high as $50. 

"It looks like the courts are 
naying okay — everytxxiy 
knows about the act and what 
their reb|Minsihilities are. 
Let’s get with it’," Brooks 
said 

Brooks pointed out that so¬ 
ciety is becoming more envi¬ 
ronment conscious. "There’s 
a public resentment over lit¬ 
ter now that didn’t exist a few 
years ago.” 

He had no figures available 
to pinpoint the number, loca¬ 
tion and si/e of penalty for lit¬ 
ter offences. 

But, he said, the general 
trend atuiw* that enforcement 
was lenient during the year 
following enactment of the 
litter act. 

Lfurrement then gradually 
increased. It reached a new 
peak after approval of the 
amendments during (lie last 
legislative session. Reverity of 
penalti.es have shown a simi¬ 
lar pattern. 

How does on* go about de¬ 
tecting a litterimg? ”!t is ex¬ 
tremely difficult to nail peo¬ 
ple. Tliat is why the numl*er 
of those convicted is not very 
great," said Brooks 

Brooks said enforcement 
officers could keep watch 
over an area where garbage 
is repeatedly dumped. ”1 
don’t know how they catch 
them, frankly." * 

"The piHnt is, people who 
make a practice of dumping 
garbage are going to get 
nailed. Tbey’re lucky if they 
don't gel nailed because 
there’s so many |teople con¬ 
cerned about it," Brooks said 

He said anybody Is entitled 


to lay charges against a per¬ 
son who violates tiie Litter 
Act. 

Amendments to the act are 
designed mainly to plug loop¬ 
holes. Here ere some of the 
new provisions mentioned by 

Brooks: 

• Retailers who sell! 
canned or bottled soft drinks I 
can no longer divert responsi¬ 
bility for refunding cans and I 
bottles to serrate depots. 

• The original act banned 
dumping of Utter on land and ! 
fresh water. An amendment I 
alto bans dumping of litter on f 
ice.

Lorenzaccio. is offered as a 
case in point. 

"The play says he’s a deli¬ 
cate. dainty creature ... his 
hand too small to hold a 
lady’s fan,”- she says. "In 
fact. I’m actually a little too 
healthy to play the part." 

Nevertheless. she com¬ 
plains. people who know her 
have been unable to accept 
the idea of her playing the 
part as they would accept the 
idea of a man doing it. 

Once they come to see the 
show, however, she says, they 
usually get over the mental 
hurdle and accept her in the 
role. 

"It usually takes about five 
minutes and after that it’s all 
right." 

She suspects the play is less 
of a problem for people who 
don’t know of her and who as¬ 
sume that Pat Galloway is a 
man’s name. 

In addition to being chilly 
about the idea of men and 
women being pigeon-holed as 
twn sej»arate kinds of beings, 
she’s impatient with the 
suggestion that she’s doing 
the part with a view to follow¬ 
ing the tradition established 
by Sarah Bernhardt, who was 
the first to play the role in 
1896 

"Bernhardt has nothing to 
do with it." she says. She is 
doing the rule because she is 
in the acting business an4*be- 
cause Lorenzo de Medici is a 
part which she and the direc¬ 
tor feel she can act. 


The patr is that of a young 
F 1 o r e n tine nobleman who 
assassinated his distant cou¬ 
sin. Duke Alessandro de 
Medici, in 1537 to destroy his 
cousin’s dictatorship and re¬ 
store goverment to the city. 

The idea that she should 
play the role "evolved" be¬ 
tween her and director Jean 
Gascon, who chose the play. 

To get into the male charac¬ 
ter. she made few deliberate 
changes in her way of speak¬ 
ing and moving. 

"The only thing I made an 
effort to change was my way 


of running. Women run dif¬ 
ferently than men. I ran 
across the stage in one re¬ 
hearsal and Jeremy Gibson, 
the assistant director, said. 
‘That’s terrible. You can’t run 
like that,’ And then he ran 
across the stage and I 
watched him and then did it 
that way. and it was much 
better." 

The eyes are hard to fool, 
but "I wear a sort of elastic 
thing, something like a body 
stocking” under the costume 
to minimize the most striking 
discrepancies between her 
physique and Lorenz’s.

This tape mag¬ 
azine is called Black Box but 
it exist# 140 for a subscription 
for cassettes only. 

After working as a writer in 
print and with film Russell 
“aid, ”1 turned on to tape lie- 
cause sounds activate the vi¬ 
sual senses and the imagina- 
tion gets into a very visual 
trip." 


Though Russell lias tiecn 
experimenting with rock 
music and voices on tape jar 
a number of years, the maga¬ 
zine DNA is not a year old 
and in addition to the 400 
tapes sent out, there has been 
a considerable critical inter¬ 
est and acclaim for the first 
fixe issues. 

One of the fundamental 
problems was getting music 
to back up the voices and 
Russell decided lie would 
have to do it himself. 

He has five guitars both 
electronic and acoustic and is 
also assisted by local musi¬ 
cian Wayne Stranlund in pre¬ 
paring the rock sounds that 
go onto the steroe tapes.

Wigg also proposes to set up 
a chain of forensic ialjora- 
tories throughout Britain to 
examine a horse in question 
at any of Britain's 63 race 
C4<urses. 

"This would ensure that 
positives are confirmed on the 
spot.” he explains "and it 
may help to show the extent 
of the problem.” 

But without conclusive evi¬ 
dence that the threat of dop¬ 
ing is increasing. Wigg will 
have to wait for all his pro¬ 
posed measures to come into 
use 

For the time being a com¬ 
promise between Wigg and 
the Jockey Club has been 
reached. Over the next three 
seasons a special security 
committee has been formed 

It comprises three Jockey 
Ciuh stewards, one scientist, a 
levy Liard representative and 
a race-track ownei 

In 1975 as annessment of 
the evidence gathered by this 
committee will be made. 
Wigg explains, and measures 
to improve general security 
introduced 

“All 1 want to do,i> Wigg 
adds, “is to see that the mil¬ 
lions of iiettors in this country 
have a square deal when they 
place a het " 

Whether or not thg special 
security committee will stall 
tiie nail rolling to destroy 
doping has yet -to l«e seen, nut 
tew iiettors would argue with 
Gild Wigg’s drive to turf any 
crooks out of racing.

K very one knows that the 
Taj is one of the world's most 
beautiful buildings But no 
one who has not J»een here 
knows just how beautitul. 

Photographs will show you 
its symmetry and heauty of 
design its reflecting pools and 
soft curves. 

Hut they can't possibly cpn- 
vey to you the tremendous 
scale of the plai*e, its setting 
amid flowered gardens by a 
riverbank, the subtleties of 
coloration and the silvery, 
fairy* effect of moonlight on 
its sculptured stone. 

For that you have to be 
here, to walk the poolside 
paths, to stand dwArfed by 
the mighty arches and mute 
by the tomb of .Mumta* 
Mahal. 

Malta I, Incidentally, isn't a 
family name It means pal¬ 
ace. Mumta/ Mahal was Kx- 
alted of* the Palace, a title 
conferred on her by her lov¬ 
ing lord, and Taj Mahal, an 
abbreviation of her name, 
means Crown of the Palace. 

The story begins with Mum- 
fa/. Mahal's grandfather, 
(Ihias Beg. a penniless Per¬ 
sian adventurer who came 
here from far Tartary to try 
his luck at the court of the 
Mogul emperor Akhar the 
(Ireal 

He did moderately well at 
court otherwise there'd be 
no Taj Mahal l»ut his chief 
a< convplishiflent was to fattier 
a daughter and a son. 

The daughter. Mehr-un-Nis- 
sa. a great beauty, caught the 
eye of Akbar's son. Jahangir, 
who tied her husband mur¬ 
dered and courted her for six 
years until she agreed to be¬ 
come his wife. 

Not that he really needed 
another wife He had nearly 
ti.otJO women in his harem. But 
she must have had something 
tin others didn't have for he 
dublied her Nur Mahal 
Light of the Palace and 
raised her father, old. (Ihias 
Beg, to the prime minister- 
•hip.— 

As prim* minister lb" old 


tx»y did well And when tie 
died his son, Asa! Jah. t«*ok 
over the job. And that son’s 
daughter was Arjumand Hum* 
Begum, our own Mumta/ 
Mahal.

Not only was she very beau¬ 
tiful tint tier aunt was the 
great queen Nur Mahal, so 
the crown prince Khurram 
son of Jahangir by another 
wife didn't have much of a 
chance. She became his bride. 


To tie fair, lie probably 
didn't want much of a chance. 
He had other wives some of 
their toml>s are on the periph¬ 
ery of the Taj grounds but 
the two of them were insepa¬ 
rable. 


. . While she lived. Mum- 
la/ Mahal clung to her lord 
and husband like a garment 
clings to a body, like a 
c*ree|ier to a tree." says an 
old account. She was kcejier 
of the royal seal, consultant in 
all attairs of state, his con¬ 
stant companion and love. 

- In war hs in peace she was 
at tiis side and. indeed, when 
she died in 1629 while bearing 
her 14th child, the scene was 
a tent near Burnhanpur where 
Shah Jahan who had adopt¬ 
ed the title when he became 
emperor two years before - 
was crushing the retiellinn of 
Khan Jahan Lodi. 


Work began that year. 1631 
and went on until 1653, with 
JO, 000 men toiling on the task. 
For Shah Jahan it was a labor 
of love. For the workmen it 
was just labor. But out of the 
obsession and the toil came a 
thing of beauty. /Which is 
more than must men can say 
of their lives. 

It is believed that Shah 
Jahan intended his own mau¬ 
soleum to t>e a replica of the 
Taj in black marble and 
planned to build it just across 
the Jamuna River from his 
wife’s monument, linking the 
two with a black and white 
marble bridge. But, unfortu¬ 
nately. it never came to pass. 

In 1658. Shah Jahan fell ill 
and his son. Aurangzeh,

According to the Interna¬ 
tional Labor Organization 
GlA)i. there are currently 
some 4.1 million children aged 
less than 14 who are perma¬ 
nently employed. This in¬ 
volves 3.9 per cent of all male 
children in the world in this 
age group, and 2.7 per cent of 
female children. 

New conventions to abolish 
child labor completely will lie 
discussed at the ILO assem¬ 
bly this month. 

Countries of Southeast Asia 
will come under the greatest 
pressure because of the es¬ 
timated 43 million small chil¬ 
dren now in full jobs, approxi¬ 
mately 32 million are in this 
region of the world. 

ILO inspectors found the 
worst abuses to exist in Thai¬ 
land where children, particu¬ 
larly girls, are employed in 
such industries as bottling, 
cigarette manufacture and 
seafood canning. 

The average age of these 
children was found to be 10. 


with many 
young as 6. 

They were working 8 to 14 
hours a day. seven days a 
week in what the ILO calls 
"overcrowded. poorly lit. 
badly ventilated and insani¬ 
tary premises," wages were 
"derisory.” 

A common practice is for 
adult workers to hire children 
as assistants, giving them a 
fraction of their wages. Half 
of the children had never 
been to school. 

ILO says that factory work 
done by children is usually 
light but there are cases of 
extremely dangerous employ¬ 
ment. 

Inspectors found cases 
where small children were en¬ 
gaged in producing fireworks, 
glass blowing, toxic dyes, and 
working in foundries near 
blast furnaces and in textile 
mills. 

Child labor is found most 
frequently in the agricultural 
sector. In the developing 


countries, between 70 and 80 
per cent of working children 
are employed as farmhands. 
The ILO took particular ex¬ 
ception to the use in Brazil of 
children to plant and harvest 
cotton, rice, coffee and cocoa 
crops. 

In the United Arab Repub¬ 
lic, it said, children as young 
as 6 spend between one-third 
and one-half of their time on 
cotton picking. 

But child labor in agricul¬ 
ture is riot confined to the 
poorer countries, the ILO 
says. A "considerable amount 
of disquieting information" 
has been collected in the 
United States, according to 
the ILO report which found 
that in 1967 about 309.000 chil¬ 
dren under 14 did farm work 
for wages in the United 
States. 

Of these children. 38.000 
were migratory workers, 
most of them working out of 
school hours in violation of 
federal law. 


As dralted by the 11X3. the 
new convention to be dis¬ 
cussed, at its assembly would 
set the minimum age for child 
employment at 14. whether 
for industry or agriculture. 

There would algo l»e an obli¬ 
gation for governments to 
apply a higher standard at a 
later date 

As an ideal objective, the 
draft text propose* a mini¬ 
mum age of 18 for employ¬ 
ment in hazardous jobs and 
an even higher limit for ex¬ 
tremely dangerous 
tions. 

ILO experts believe the 


vention, if adopted, also would 
do a lot to improve the gener¬ 
al standards of compulsory 
schooling around the world, 
but esjiecially in the poorer 

communities. 

In most of the advanced na¬ 
tions, compulsory schooling 
laws to a large extent control 
admission to employment 
usually making it all but im¬ 
possible ft* children under 15 
to get fulltime jobs. 

If any such connection be¬ 
tween school and employment 
occupa-* exists in developing countries, 
it is mainly nominal. 

While most Latin American 


countries stipulate a mini¬ 
mum employment age of 14, 
for example, compulsory edu¬ 
cation is rarely more than 14 
years and can end well before 
that age is reached. 

Again, in most Latin Ameri¬ 
can states, only about one-half 
of all children attend school. 

In Africa the figure is about 
one-third. 

For Asia, the figure ts one- 
half but even of these most 
children leave school before 
the age of 10. In some Asian 
countries, 80 per cent of all 
children no longer attend 
school after 11 years of age.

OTTAWA (CP) — Consider¬ 
ing the costs of some tranquil¬ 
izers is enough to make you 

need one. 

Wide price ranges for one 
type of tranquilizer are shown 
in the May issue of the federal 
health department's Rx Bulle¬ 
tin, a monthly listing tor doc¬ 
tors and druggists. 

The manufacturers' prices 
to druggists for meprobamate 
400 milligrams, a commonly 
used tranquilizer, varied from 
$3.60 for 1.000 pills to $75.60 
for 1,000 of another brand of 
pills. The range for Individual 
tablets varied from four- 
tenths of one cent to about 
eight cents. 

Dr. Carl Boyd, editor and 
chief of the drug information 
bulletin division, said in an in¬ 
terview Friday the drugs 
"were equivalent in so far as 
the tests we have done." 
These Included identification 
of active ingredients, assay, 
weight variation and disin¬ 
tegration time. 

Boyd said bioavailability 
tests. In which the drug is 
tested in the blood streams of 
patients and tested for clinical 
effectiveness were not carried 
out lor the tranquilizers. 

Forty-six brands of meoro- 
hamate. which is marketed 
under such trade names as 
Quiets!, Tranquiline, Mlltown 
and Equanil. were shown on 
the lists. No prices were 
available tor nine of the 
brands.

Davis Jury Reads 
Her Love Letters 


SAN JOSE, Calif. (UP!) 

The Angela Davis jury Satur¬ 
day read lova letters she 
wrote to Soledad Brother 
George Jackson before the 
gunbattle at the Marin County 
courthouse in August. 1970. 

The Jury tor the second day 
considered the fate of the 
black militant who is accused (t 
of murder, .kidnapping anil 
conspiracy in charges result¬ 
ing from the shooting. 

After seven hours of delib¬ 
eration Saturday, jurors re¬ 
tired to their respective 
homes for the night. They will 
return to the courthouse to 
resume deliberations at noon 
Sunday. 

The decision was considered 
by some courf* observers as 
indication the jurors might be 
approaching unanimity on An¬ 
gela's innocence or guilt 

The all-white panel of seven 
women and five men asked 
for and received throe exhib¬ 
its from more than 200 in¬ 
troduced into evidence during 
the 14 weeks since the trial 
l>egan Feb. 28. 

But Superior Court .Judge 
Richard Aroaaon refused a 
fourth request by the jury for 
a copy of the three-count in¬ 
dictment. 

The Judge ruled that the In¬ 
dictment was not part of the 
evidence but said he would 
hava It read to the jury in 
open court If they ao desired. 

No euch request was made.

Dun Harper, a spokesman 
for the Pharmaceutical Manu¬ 
facturers’ Association of Can- 
ala, which represents about 
60 drug firms, said there 
usually are good reasons for 
the price differences- *,.* 

"It is extremely Important 
to remember some tablets 
may not be as effective for 
the patient as others."__ 

For example, he said some 
of the higher-coat ones may 
have expensive additives that 
prevent the active drug from 
being destroyed by acids In 
the stomach before it can be 
absorbed. 

The highest-priced one on 
this tranquillizer list Is a sus¬ 
tained-release capsule. 

Another reason for the ap¬ 
parent great differences in 
costs may be that the lowest- 
price drug comes from a 
manufacturer that only sup¬ 
plies the two or three major 
Canadian cities. He saiiT that 
some do tills, while others 
distribute to all parts of Can¬ 
ada. including remote rural 
areas, and these distribution 
costs must be averaged out 
in the costs of the tablets. 

Harper said another reason 
for price variation Is that 
some lowprice drugs are 
brought onto the market late, 
after the early ones have car¬ 
ried nut the educational and 
promotional work with the 
doctors. 

"Some of these firms use 
the government’s price book 
as their only means of adver¬ 
tising." 

Many manufacturers as¬ 
sume responsibility for pro¬ 
viding background informa¬ 
tion to doctors and the coats 
of this have to be added Into 
the drug costs. 

Still another reason men¬ 
tioned by Harper was the fact 
that some manufacturers do 
the research and manufacture 
the tlrug in this country, 
others merely inport the 
drugs from other nations, pro¬ 
viding ^po side benefits to the 
Canadian economy.

A door will be oiiened on 
July 7 at the Provincial Muse¬ 
um through which visitors 
may walk back into the early 
day (»f British Columbia 
and find themselves shaking 
at times a feeling that they’re 
really there, and then.

Jacher and chief of displays 
John Andre huve been work¬ 
ing since July 7, 1970.

Leeks are not blanched in the later 
Mages of growth, like celery, hut the 
blanching process should be started as 
sm>n as the plants are set out in the 
garden 

One technique much favored by Old 
Country exhibitors is to use old drain 
pipes tor blanching, slipping one over 
the head of each plant The standard 
pipe is too tall at first, so it is sunk into 
the ground for part of its length so as to 
expose some of the leek foliage to the 
sun. then is eased up gradually as the 
plants grow taller.

There is no reason why the winter¬ 
flowering yellow jasmine shouldn’t he 
trained to cover the whole of your trel¬ 
lis In pruning, leave uncut such'main 
shoots,as are required to fill the allotted 
spaces, hut cut hack the remaining side 
shoots fairly hard every year just after 
the blossoms farip 

Two good climbers to combine with 
the yellow jasmine would he denial is 
Jackmanii, large purple flowers bloom¬ 
ing from July to October, .and C. Nellie 
Moser, pink and mauve, flowering from 
May to July. These three vines together 


would provide color on your trellis for 
10 months of the year.

English Box is about the ideal shrub 
for a very low formally clipped hedge 
to plant on both sides of your driveway. 
TTie best kind would he Buxus suffru- 
ticosa, which is the true dwarf bo*. 

Unfortunately, the price is a bit high 
for a planting on the scale Uiat you con¬ 
template It is unlikely that you will lie 
able to buy the plants for less than $1 
each. and as the spacing is only eight 
inches apart, a great number would he 
required. 

A pretty good and Inexpensive suli- 
stitute though, would he the so-called 
Lavender button, actually Santolina 
chamaecyparissus This plant has 
ferny, silver-grey I diage. very attrac¬ 
tive, and with an aromatic fragrance 
when crushed or bruised or brushed 
against The butt»*n-like yellow blos¬ 
soms are no great shakes and are best 
pruned away 

Slips of lavender Cotton root 86 eas¬ 
ily as mint lust snip off a hit and in¬ 
sert ii in a bed of sartdy soil When well 
rooted, Ihe plants can he set out In their 


hedge position 12 inches apart. Clip clo¬ 
sely every April.

When established colonies of daf¬ 
fodils fail to bloom, it is nearly always 
due to on* of the following causes: 
Infestation of the bulbs by the maggots 
of the bulb fly; unfavorable weather 
during the six-week period following 
last year's flowers: cutting down the 
foliage last year before it had ripened 
and died down naturally; the splitting 
up of the bulbs into smaller non-flower¬ 
ing sixes, and storage of the bulbs after 
lifting in too much warmth.

Expert pansy and viola fanciers will 
sometimes deepen and intensify the co¬ 
loring of the blue and purple shades by 
giving their plants an Iron tonic The 
traditional method in the past has been 
to water the plants with a sulphate of 
iron solution, one heaping tablespoonful 
per gallon of water-and one oupful of 
the solution per plant per week. 

A more modem and more effective 
way to administer Iron is in its chelated 
form, sold under such trade names as 
Sequestrene. Tru-Green Iron and Ver- 
senol. or in its microffind form, sold as 
Green Garde Iron.

Great Elk Herd May Never Be Seen Again

When 1 entered Bill Me- 
wbort't living roam at Gold 
River three weeks ago this 
morning my eyes immediate 
ly fell on a magnificent color 
photograph — a band of 34 elk 
crossing the Heber River, at a#» 
point less than five miles out 
of Gold River. 

It was a terriftic plto- 
tograph and it was hard to 
believe it was taken on Van¬ 
couver Island just a year ago 
by Mewhort, who is vice- 
president of the Gold River 
Rod and (kin Chib. 

The bull elk — boss of the 
band — stood ankle deep in 
the river off to one side, mak¬ 
ing sure his band crossed sa- 
tely. 

Bull on Watch 

*i watched them." said Me¬ 
whort. “First the bull crossed 
to see if it was safe. Tfcen in 
soldier-like rank followed the 
young cows and the young 
bulls, then the older cows. 
Then came the calves and 
each calf was flanked by a 
pair of older cows which held 
tight against them, so they- 
would not run into any trouble 
in the river crossing. 

“It was a wonderful sight T 
wouldn’t have believed it if I 
hadn't seen it with my own 
eyes.” said Mewhort 

Tlien his eyes moistened 
and hia voice softened 

“But. I am afraid no one 
else may ever again see that 
sight on Vancouver Island." 
he said. 

Only Sure of 16 

"Of the 34 elk in that pic¬ 
ture, we are only sure of 16 
jjtill being alive . . and not 
• »ne of them is a calf or a 
yearling. We have not seen 
one young animal that made 
it through the winter.” 

With us was timber cruiser 
Jiin Fiddick. another R< 

*uun ClGb, member, who hail 
undertaken to make a survey 
tor the provincial fish and 
game branch of the dead elk 
he finds in the bush. 

He has been collecting the 
jaws and sending them into 
the provincial biologists for 
study. 

Up until that Sunday 
three weeks ago — he had 
lound 24 dead elk within a 
five mile radius of Gold 
River, Upper Campbell Lake 
and the Ucona River. 

Most were from the elk 
band shown in that picture 
crossing the Hever River, 
which flows into the Gold 
River. 

From a Bmul 

Since that Sunday he has 
tound four more dead elk and 
has forwarded the jaws to the 
game biologists in Nanaimo 

. . 28 dead elk in all. mostly 
from a band of 34 a year ago. 

I had no doubt of the au¬ 
thenticity of their story. 

Wife Taffy and I had seen 
the evidence for ourselves on 
Lower Campbell Lake just 
two days previous. 

The elk and the deer really 
suffered during Lite severe- 
winter just past. 

When we approached our 
target camping area on 
Lower Campbell Lake that 
weekend we saw a dead ani¬ 
mal on the aide of the road

leading to the camping spot 
just before the one we were 
seeking. We stopped the 
motor home and got out for 
a look. 

It was a dead elk in an ad¬ 
vancing stage of decomposi¬ 
tion. 

To Lakeside 

When we got to our lakeside 
camping spot we got out tor a 
l«x»k around our site and ev¬ 
erywhere . . . every square 
yard . . we found signs <>f 
elk. 

A whole band had obviously 
wintered there and they had 
browsed even the Curly thick 
branches. 

Obviously they had been 
starving. 

Fifty yards from our cam¬ 
ping spot, ‘along the shoreline, 
we found another dead animal 
. ... this time it was a deer 

That is the story all over 
Vancouver Island this spring. 
As die unusually big snowfall, 
which stayed much longer 
than normal, melted early, 
bush traveller* found dead an¬ 
imals everywhere. 

This past winter was tough 
on our game, and it will take 
years for them to recover. 

But. the elk eeem to be 
hardest hit. 

IS ext Aren 

They arc suffering through 
neglect amt a diminishing 
now a 1 most non-existent 
supply of suitable boUinnlumi 
winter timber habitat 

Those elk crossing the 
.Huber. River in,that picture, 
the elk band that suffered so 
badly during the past winter, 
are the elk that winter in the 
timberlands we told about last 
week being logged so irre- 
spomtbly by tlie Elk River 
'limber Company. And they 
also winter in the Saunders 
River ttmberl&nd that are 
slated next for logging by tlie 
same company 

But, let’s not jump w eon-' 
elusions and blame the log 
ging companies entirely tor 
the plight of the elk on Van¬ 
couver Island. 

Bad logging practices are 
undoubtedly a major factor 

Money ImcU 

But, tlie logging companies 
haven't been properly advised 
of the problems, and the 
blame for that lies with the 
fish and wildlife branch, tlie 
B.C. forest service and a gen¬ 
eral lack of knowledge. 

Most of all. the blame lie* 
with the B.C. government 
which hasn’t provided suf¬ 
ficient money and manpower 
to cope with the situation. 

Up until now it ha* been » 
matter of take all you can 
from tlie forest land* and io 
heck with the consequent e> 

But. a more responsible al¬ 
titude is developing, a little 
late, but hopefully not too 
late.. 

There has been a woeful 
lack of liaison and <v>-pera- 


tion between the B.C. forest 
service and tlie fish ami wild¬ 
life branch, but as recently as 
last week there was a meeting 
between top eohetons in both 
branches, which stolid result, 
in much belter co-operation- 

Green Bells 

Tlie B.C. forest service has 
called the tune for logging 
practices, but up until fairly 
recently* it hasn’t really toen 
aware of the requirements for 
environmental and fish and 
wildlife protection. 

Its main consideration lias 
tieen to get the most out of 
limber production. 

The value of river and lake- 
shore protection green 

belts - and game corridor* 
has been pretty obscure, prob¬ 
ably tocause no one was 
around to press the point. 

Tlie fish and wildlife branch 
ha* no power to enforce, only 
to advise, and until fairly re¬ 
cently that advice was seldom 
sought. 

Even if it had been the fish 
and wildlife branch is under- 
staffed and financially 
starved., 

Gome Corridors 

Even tinilier harvesting 
companies who have -recog¬ 
nized public pressure and op¬ 
tions and have been prepared 
to leave green belts and game 
corridors have experienced 
difficulties in getting the B.C. 
forest service to approve their 
log-cutting plans to provide 
green tolt* along rivers and 
game corridors. 

MacMillan and Bloedej. 
which has put forward a 
50-year program for environ¬ 
mental protection along tlie 
White River iadjacent to the 
Heber River > watershed, is 
still waiting for approval of 
its pi.m. although fish and 
wildlife officials acknowledge 
~it~t* the tost -phm yet vtrt for¬ 
ward by a private logging 
concern 

B.C. Forest service officials 
claim the delay i* because 
they must work to 21-year 
timber cutting plans and spe¬ 
cifically to a five-year log-cut¬ 
ting program. But they* in¬ 
dicate approval i* forthcom¬ 
ing and just a matter of tying 
. up loose ends. 

Carious Spots 

Up until now not much ha* 
been known a tout elk popula¬ 
tions on Vancouver island, 
tot on estimate would place 
the numbers at between LOW 
to 1.500 before last winter’* 
kill. How many are left would 
tie another estimate. They 
are found in the Oowichun - 
Shaw Creek area, around 
Nanaimo Lake*, in the Gold 
River, Nimpki.4i and White 
River areas and at various 
spot* in the north Island. 

Biologists now feel their 
major need is for winter 
ranges in the bottomland vir¬ 
gin timber. Not much of that 
is left on Vancouver Island 
and where there still is some, 
wildlife corridors of standing 
mature timber would seem to 
be the answer 

tome sources believe these 
corridors could be cut after 
second growth timber ha* 
grown to provide other corri¬ 
dors. Other opinions are that 


the elk are not nearly as ver¬ 
satile to ciuuiges as deer and 
that they would not adapt eas¬ 
ily to using new corridors. 

Tliere has been too lew peo¬ 
ple in the fish and wildlife 
branch and too little money 
provided for game manage¬ 
ment in tlie ivast. and until 
very recently tliere was too 
little concern. 

Now regional game biologist 
Ian Smith lias started to con¬ 
centrate on Vancouver Island 
elk problems. 

He has now three elk 
tagged with radio collar* so 
their migration pattern* can 


lie tracked, mostly by heli- 
coptar. There is one elk being 
tracked in tlie Upper White 
River area, one in the Gold 
River area and one in the 
Upper Adam River area. 

Help is on the way for Van- 
<-Oliver Island elk population* 
in the way of migration stu¬ 
dies to determine their needs 
and better oo-operaatiun be¬ 
tween fish and wildlife of¬ 
ficials, B.C. forest service and 
timber companies to try ami 
prov ide those need*.

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Indian Homemakers Flay 
Government Bureaucracy 


VANCOUVER <CTP> In¬ 
dians are frustrated with gov¬ 
ernment bureaucracy, Evelyn 
Paul told the annual confer¬ 
ence of the B.C. lndiun Home- 
makers Association last week. 

“We’re not listened to,” she 
said. "Resolutions discussed 
last year were coming - up 
again. Figures and depart¬ 
ments and branches are no 
good; somebody ha* to have 
some heart. We want answers 
and action.” 

Mrs. Paul spoke following a 
panel discussion during which 
five government represent¬ 
atives were questioned by del¬ 
egates, mainly about receiv¬ 


ing home.*, child welfare and 
housing. 

Conference delegate* said 
they had been trying lor 
years to get receiving home* 
for Indian children separated 
from their parents. 

“We have to get these 
homes now.” said Louise 
McCarthy, a district vice- 
president "Me don't under¬ 
stand all these government 
place* and which ones to go 
to. All we know' i* that we 
need these homes, so don’t 
turn your back on us.” 

l*arry Wight, regional In¬ 
dian affairs director. *aid he 
would set up a meeting this 
month between the Home- 


makers and the provincial 
and federal governments to 
discus* the problem of receiv¬ 
ing tomes.

Girl Battling 
Rare Disease 


> SAN DIEGO, Calif. (UPIl — A five-year-old 
Birl has been stricken with a rare and usually fatal 
liver disease similar to alcoholism. 

The girl. Tracy Spellman, was found in a coma 
on her bed last Sunday — one day after a doctor 
said nothing was wrong with lier except for a 
slight cold. 

She was taken to Grossmont Hospital where a 
doctor diagnosed the ailment as Reyes Disease. 

"It’s something like alcoholism," he said Fri¬ 
day. "It's just been described during; the past few 
years and isn’t even listed in many medical text¬ 
books.” 

She has been transferred to University FIos- 
pital where doctors said there is no known cure for 
the disease. They said all they can do is exchange 
her blood and hope the liver returns to its normal 
function. 

The disease allows the levels of amonia and 
other toxic substances in the blood to increase and 
flow to the brain. 

"We’re praying that she’ll pull through.” her 
mother, Mrs. George Means, said. "She’s got God on 
her side and she’s working with him. The doctors 
are amazed she’s hung on so rong."

Deep concern about North 
Saanich council’s move to de¬ 
clare a 300-acre land parcel a 
development area was 
expressed by a capacity audi¬ 
ence last week at a public 
meeting in Holy Trinity 
Church Hall at Mill* and West 
Saanich roads. 

North Saanich Aid. Paul 
Grieve stressed to the meet¬ 
ing that he spoke a* a rate¬ 
payer and not in his capacity 
a* alderman. 

He said the meeting had no 
official status and wa* called 
to djscuss tlie development,, 
known as the Kingswood proj¬ 
ect, because of the effect it 
will have on the municipality. 

Grieve said he wa* can- 
i emed that the municipality’* 
rural core was being threat¬ 
ened 


Some member* of the audi- n i c i p a 1 1 1 v Other* were 
ence said they believed the against the scheme, first pro- 
project would benefit the mu- poaed about three year* ago. 


"The rural area is one of 
North Saanich's nv«t salient 
features." he explained and 
added if one development 
goes iff another is sure to fol¬ 
low. 

The proposed development 
area is i>ounffed by Wains 
Road and West Saanich Road, 
'rhe scheme is spread over a 
lp-year period and when com¬ 
pleted would have 450 houses, 
a private golf course and a 
private park. 

Council ha* given three 
reading* to the bylaw rezon¬ 
ing the property to a develop- 
ment area and could give it 
final adoption Monday night. 

Deep Cove resident John 
L-apham told the meeting the 
planned imputation for the 
development is about 1 . 200 . 
"This will have a terrific im¬ 
pact on the North -Saanich 
• ommunity.”

Male babies are fed 
honey soon after birth in a ceremo¬ 
ny in which the honey is implored to 
give the child “a hundred autumns” 
in the world. (Page Women’s Lib!) 

I doubt if John Bunyan ever ate 
honey. He had too sharp a P^ n The 
Bee an emblem truly is of sin, 
whose sweet unto a many Death 
hath been,” he wrote and urged 
those who wanted honey to kill the 
bee that made it — after they got 
the honey. An innkeeper of Passan. 
Bavaria, liked bees better and him¬ 
self even more. He made straw bee¬ 
hives and by weaving his own face 
into them attained an odd sort of 
immortality. Around the same time 
in the 18th century- Robery Beverley 
was writing about North America: 

•Bees thrive there abundantly 
and will very easily yield to the 
careful Huswife two crops of honey 
in a year, and besides lay up a 
'^winter store sufficient to preserve 
their stocks.” 

According to some country peo¬ 
ple I’ve met. bees are weather 
prophets. When drones are forced 
out of the hive during fair weather 
there will be cold, wet werther pom- 
ing immediately. Right now all the 
bees in my garden — and I wish 
there were more of them — seem to 
be v. rkers and I the only drone. Be¬ 
tween warmth and sun and bee-buzz 
I am half asleep. 

Even my small brook behind the 
th ■' eted cqpen of salmon and . thim¬ 
ble berry is singing more slum¬ 
ber- his! y than when bushes were 
bare. Grass shines with the joy¬ 
fulness of green. Then^*- for the 
first time on this Cortes island — I 
sight what I think is a female Anna 
humming-bird. looking measely 
under the chin but piercing the 
clouds of fl-Avers like the green ray 
of sunset. How I wish I could see 
again, as I did on Vancouver Island, 
th* male in his popning pendulum 
version of the mating dance 
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On the \ ine 


n* greens everywhere are fabu¬ 
lous Shade upon shade in vegeta¬ 
ble^, leaves and needles; from the 
palest absinthe to the darkest bottle. 
In contrast are the auburn leaves of 
ornamental plum and cherry, which 
seem almost transparent with light. 
Crimson chard and magenta lettuce 
twinkle in the vegetable rows. 
Flashes of color come from the flow¬ 
er bed islands in the orchard: little 
lighthouses in a green sea. June 
may seem young and silly at times. 
Sut think of all the children she 
rears from seeds of April’s sow ing. 

When I was a child June was for 
marbles. Of course we shot them 
after school all through the spring, 
but in June we held our tour¬ 
naments.

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CATS of QUALITY

No end of couples raise cats, 
quantities of them simply because 
they cannot part with the cute kit¬ 
tens. Meda and Leland Lewis of 
Qualicum started similarly with a 
cute kitten, and by one fortunate 
chance were caught up in the 
competitive world of showmanship. 

Back in 1961 when Meda worked at the radio 
station in CM&ry. a fellow worker visited her 
home one day and admired her pet cat, Puchy. 
The friend could detect Quality in cats and said, 
"Why don't you put her in the cat show?" 

Meda was doubtful. Hers was a beautiful cat. 
she thought, but only a stray. However, she 
decided to take the chance. 

It proved a happy chance as Puchy eventual¬ 
ly won the honor of being named World Champion 
Mouser at the Calgary Cat Club’s show held an¬ 
nually at the agricultural building in that city. 

This win decided the Lewis couple to special¬ 
ize now in purebred Manx cats for show- pur¬ 
poses. Arrangements were made and Meda de¬ 
clares they imported to Canada the firfct Manx 
cat from the Isle of Man. Meda felt as concerned 
as a new mother waiting for an adopted child as

she paced around the Calgary airport that memo¬ 
rable day in 1964 when Summer Girl, their 18- 
month-old Manx tabby, was brought out in her 
special carrier after her long adventure across 
ocean and continent. Meda affectionately re¬ 
named her Tootsie, and she soon proved to be a 
perfect pet and a chafnpion also. 

In the United States tailless cats are bred in a 
variety of colors, but the true Manx is a tabby 
about the size of a small bobcat when full grown. 
Its bind part is bigger than the front and its gait 
is distinguished by its rabbit-like hopping instead 
of the smooth walk of ordinary cats. 

According to an old story, these cats landed 
on the Isle of Man from wrecked ships of the 
Spanish Armada. The sailors had cut the tails off 
the *cats to decorate their hats. From then on 
Manx cats were tailless. True or not. the Isle of 
Man is the only place where these particular cats 
are found. 

When the annual mouser contest next took 
place in Calgary, Summer Girl was entered. With 
real competitive spirit she raced through the 
glass maze in pursuit of the scent of the mouse. 
(Mice lovers will be relieved to know that the 
mouse is not injured but kept in a cage below at 
the end of the maze.) Some cats show a distaste 
for this pursuit and some. fear, but the Lewis’ cat 
did what was expected of her. She succeeded in 
two trials of 34 seconds and 54 seconds to become 
the World Champion Mouser of that year, just as 
Meda’s little stray had a few years previous. 

Like so many Canadian couples celebrating 
Centennial Year, Meda and Leland planned a hol¬ 
iday in Europe in 1967. They would also take a 
side trip to the Isle of Man and see some of these 
famous cats themselves and select a couple. 

“The island is covered with tailless cats,” 
their friends said. This statement proved some¬ 
thing of a myth as the prairie couple searched the 
700-mile network of roads on the 12-mile-long 
island. 

In all. they managed to see a dozen cats and 
not all of these were for sale. Eventually, they 
discovered two they might buy. and these they 
brought home with them. 

As a result of their purchase, together with 
much work and patience, their trophy room in 
their new home in Quahcum is lined with silver 
cups, plates, rosettes and. above all. scrapbooks 
of pleasant memories of the competitions. Many 
of the winnings must be spread throughout the 
house where their five remaining cats enjoy a 
pleasant life of retirement. 

Another import that added to their collection 
of trophies was their curly coated British Rex. 
These cats have a soft coat of wavy fur with no 
guard hairs. Leland named it Butter Pat and was 
proud of its collection of ribbons ~ained from cat 
shows in Seattle. Tacoma and Winnipeg. 

Of course, champions do not come along by- 


chance. It takes careful breeding. From about 
kittens one might show signs of being close 
perfect, and only the perfect ones are bred, 
more good luck when a stray becomes a 
pfcrn. It needs a practised eye to spot signs 
show cat. As in any animal raising, innnculations 
are necessary and diet is important. A balanced 
diet of ground meat, fresh boiled fish, and yeast 
tablets are three ingredients, and as the adver¬ 
tisements say. “All you add is love.” 

Meda never lost her love for the stray abused 
cats who found their way to her home. One she 
named Tabitha Tat was so small she fed it with 
an eye dropper to restore it. When full grown, it 
was undersized but lacking nothing in its affec¬ 
tion to its benefactors. 

For those who choose dogs. Meda argues that 
cats are more Intelligent. “A dog can be beaten 
into submission; a cat gives affection but walks 
alone — the last free running creature on the 
earth." < 

After my visit to Meda and Leland Lewis, I 
looked with new interest at our over-indulged cat, 
its orange coat making a handsome picture as it 
slept on a green cushion. Until recently its only 
claim to intelligence was a fast sprint to the 
kitchen when it heard the can opener circling a 
tin of cat food.

lustrated in new items in the Edmonton Journal 
that traced their journey from its beginning to 
successful eon elusion. One account, date-lined 
Banff. Jan. 27, told the reading public: 

• With more than 200 miles of trackless snow- 
covered mountainous country to be travelled, 
with passes whose altitudes exceel 8.000 feet to 
be crossed, and with many days of hard, difficult 
travel to be endured, days when communication 
with other human beings will be impossible, two 
intrepid Jasper snowslioers are preparing to 
snowshoe from the northern town to Banff to 
compete in the 40-nule marathon, the world's 
longest non-stop snowshoe race which is one of 
the new features of the Banff Winter Carnival 
that opens on Feb. 7.” 

Another newspaper item, date-lined, Banff, 
Feb. 10. gave an account of their progress 
Oliver Travers and Phili Hagenson of Jasper 
who. on Jan. 29. started from the northern res-Kt 
to snowshoe over 225 miles of snow-covered track¬ 
less wastes, reached the summit of Bow Pass at 6 
Monday evening. At that point, although some 
miles in the mountains, they announced then" 
safe passage over the park s ganje warden tele¬ 
phone line to the Banff Winter Carnival execu¬ 
tive. 

■ They stated that the travelling had *jeen 
heavy and that for slx consecutive nights they 
had slept in the open in high altitudes. They have 
crossed passes of over 8.000 feet in altitude and 
will arrive at Lake Louise this evening, exactly 
on the date they announced for their arrival 
before leaving their homes with no knowledge of 
what conditions they would have to face.’’ 

“That was the game warden's cabin at Hec¬ 
tor Lakes from which we phoned,” recalled Ollie. 
"We spent 12 days on the trip and covered ap¬ 
proximately the same route now taken by the 
Jasper-Banff Highway.” 

The weather that winter was comparatively 
mild, but this only added to the difficulties en¬ 
countered by the young men. A third item, dated 
Feb. 12. told of their safe arrival and added a lit¬ 
tle more about the rigors of the trip: Night 
camping was comfortable enough for the snow- 
shners, but for days of travel the snow caked on 
their shoes or they sank so deep in the soft snow 
that at each step a load had to be lifted or each 
shoe. Added to this was the fact that they carried 
65 pounds of supplies on their backs, sufficient to 
last the whole trip. 

“ . Every foot of the 225-mile walk was a 
foot of hard work. There were no easy down¬ 
grade effortless slides . . yet they arrived at 
Lake Louise only three hours later than they had 
estimated when leaving home ” 

In addition to this they made a side trip from 
Camp Parker to the Columbia Glacier. Just 
doing a little sightseeing on the way.” Ollie said 
with a grin. 

Ollie and Philip each won a camera for their 
part in the comm tilion. They also received a pair 
of snowshoes each made of chestnut wood, from 

the Winter Camn-al 

As the years ;<assed the young men went 
their separate ways, and Ollie subsequently 
learned that Philip. Hagenson was killed in Italy 
while serving with the armed forces during the 

Second World War. 

The historic snowshoe trek is only one in¬ 


cident in the remarkable lives of Ollie and hat 
parents and grandparents before him. 

His grandfather, John Travers, was a highly 
respected maker of marine instruments in the 
southeastern part of England more than 100 yean 
ago. Born in RatnhiD in 1849, he went to London 
at the age of 14 and worked for 61 years for the 
firm of Thomas Mercer Ltd., makers of '•'ientifSe 
instruments. 

• My grandfather used to boast that his work 
was on every big ship afloat," said Ollie. “He 
also developed a refrigeration unit to keep n utton 
fresh en route from Australia to Great Fr.tain In 
the early days.” 

An article printed in the Horok-gical Journal 
of London shortly after his death in 1937 paid 
tribute to this man who started as a chronometer 
finisher, progressed to escapement making and 
became particularly expert in making the pivot¬ 
ing which includes pivoting and polishing me e»- 
cai>e pinion mounting the wheel, and making the 
staff ami rollers John Travers’ books show that 
m his working lifetime he completed mor< than 
29 000 marine pivotings, as well as thousands of 
escape wheels, marine and pocket, and a wide 
variety of other chronometer parts. The ! «st pi- 
\ King he ever made, in 1936. the year he- re he 
died at the age of 88, were as perfect as They had 
always been. 

John Travers married Sarah Okurchili, a

pie had 14 children, W boys and four girls. Sarah 
Travers died in 1921. 

One of their sons was Oliver Travers Senior, 
lather ot OUie. He was born in London in 1874 and 
emigrated to Canada in 1895 with his older 
brother. Sidney. They settled near Vermilion. Al¬ 
berta. and spent a brie! time ir the Northwest 
Mourned Police. 

Oliver Sr., and Sid were among the thousands 
smitten \vy the gold rush fever that was gripping 
the Klondike in the years before the turn of the 
century. In the winter of 1898 they became part of 
a 12-man syndicate that started out from Calgary 
to go overland through! the Peace River country 
to the gAd fields in Yukon Territory, with pack 
horses and dogs to pull their supply sleds. 

However, the expedition was doomed to trag¬ 
ic failure. The men never reached the Klondike. 
They travelled by way af Edmonton. Swan Hills, 
Peace River Crossing and Fort St. John, and 
were a short distance beyond Fort Nelson when 
the sex ere winter overtook them. 

With very little feed for their animals they 
lost ah their horses from starvation and were 
forced to kill the dogs for food. 

Nine of the men died of starvation and scurvy 
and were buried along the wax. Only Sid and 
Oh ver Travers and another man, Aroel Price, 
hx-ed to tell the tale. 

The three returned to Fort St. Johr. on foot, a 
gruelim' trek of J00 miles. They spent the rest of 
the w inter at that northern settlement working 
for the Hudson s Bay Company. In the spring 
they rayed down the Peace River to what is noxv 
the t of Peace River. From there they pro¬ 
ceeded .weriand on foot toward*> Edmonton. On 
this stage of their journey Arne! Price remained 
at Pe »oe River while Sid Travers stopped at 
Grouard on Lesser Slave Lake where he built 
and operated a freight supply depot. 

Oliver travelled on to Edmonton where he 
subsequently enlisted in the 19th Alberta Dra¬ 
goon- ind spent two years in South Africa during 
the War. On his return to Canada in 1902 he 
moved t * Wetasikiri where he met and married 
Ann.* Anderson, who was bom in St. Boniface., 
Manitoba, on June 2* 1883. 

OMie says that his mother was a womai of 
•oura'C and indastry and. like his father, also 
imbu-*-! with the pioneering spirit At the.age of 
10 sh** travelled with her parent* In covered 
wag *n from Manitoba to Wefaskiwin where the 
eld i r Andersons bu.lt and operated the Driard 
Hole! 

Den tng her teen years Anna uv*rked as a 
waitress :n the hotel and saved her tip* to buy 320 
•ere- »i CPR land at Bittern Lake, near Welaski- 
«in was an expert horsewoman and when 

her farher established a freighting service, she 
often helned him drive the four-horse teams that 
haul el rhe heax-y wagons across the northern 
prairies. • 

In 199”. Anna and Olix’er Travers were mar¬ 
ried and went to lix-e on the proper;, at Bittern 
Lake bsight by Anna with her tips In 1904 they 
move! to Grouard a settlement on Lesser Slave 
Lake named for a Roman Catholir bishop who es¬ 
tablish^! the first mission sc.ho*l there for In¬ 
dians T**-* ao»a was part of the Nrthwest Terri- 


smaller lakes nearby. In 1914 he went overseas 
with the Edmonton Regiment and was killed at 
Paschendale in 1917. This left Anna with six boya 
to raise, the eldest. 14 — Sidney, now of Dawson 
Creek; Jack. Rutland; Percy. Lumby; Oh ver, 
Campbell River; Richard. Fort Langley; and 
Charles, the youngest, who was killed over Mag¬ 
deburg, Germany in 1944. at the age of 29, while 
serv ing as flight officer in the RCAF. 

Folloxving Oliver. Senior's, entrance into the 
First Worfd War his brother Sid took over his 
duties as fisheries inspector until 1936 when he re¬ 
tired to Victoria where he made his home until 
his death on July 25. 1,960. He was married to 
Clara Tassel, formerly of Grouard and the coeple 
had three sons, Harry. Richard and Edward 
Travers of Victoria. 

In the meantime, two more of old John 
Travers' 10 sons found their way to Canada. 
Frank Travers came out from England in 1908 
and worked on his brother's ranch before settling 
in Killam. Alberta. He spent four years overseas 
during the First World War and. upon returning 
to Canada, spent many of his wording years in 
the development of Jasper National Park. From 
there he went to Dawson City, later retiring to 
Surrey. B.C.. where he died in May. 1970. 

A fourth son. Charles Travers, arrived in 
Canada in 1903 and took up a quarter section of 
land in 1906 bordering on the present town of 
High Prairie. After serving overseas during the 
war he spent most of his working life with the 
department of forests in Alberta. In 1926 Anna 
married Charles and they remained at High 
Prairie until 1937 when they retired to Victoria 
where Charles died on December 30. 1953. at the 
age of 71. 

In 1959. Anna Trax-ers. by this time 76 years 
of age. married David McMahon, a retired wid¬ 
ower. formerly of Kill%m. Alberta, district. She 
died in Victoria on Feb. 25. 1961. Mr. McMahan, 
now more than 90. still lives in Victoria. 

And what became of young OUie Travers’ He 
spent his boyhood years at Grouard then, at the 
age of 14 and in com* any with 17-year old friend. 
Merlin Berry, he took 30 head of horses through 
the Swan Hills and muskeg country, up the little 
Smoky and Berland Rivers to Jasper, a journey 
that took nearly two months. 

"After selling the horses in Jasper.” Ollie 
recalled, we rem lined for the winter trajip ng 
on the Dig Berland River. I then spent 11 ye^rs 
with pack horses as a big game hunter wording 
out of Jasper." 

It was during this jieriod that he and Hagen- 
son made their historic sn«*wshoe4iek. 

' Ollie served during the Second World War 
with the RCAF. Later he moved to North Van- 
cou\"er where he entered the contracting busi¬ 
ness. also worked for a time as manager of the 
North Vancouver Legion. 

In 1960. Ollie and his wife, Alice, came to 
Campbell River District and purchased and 
operated Fishermen’s Lodge at Oyster River for 
a number of years. They now live in semi-re¬ 
tirement in a charming little house that Ollie 
built himself on the banks of the Oyster River.

tones at the time and became part of Alberta 
when toat province was incorporated into the Do¬ 
minion of Canada in 1905. 

Oliver xvent into partnership with Sidney as 
Travers Brothers ranching and freighting sup¬ 
plies from Edmonton via Athabasca Landing, a 
distance of nearly 300 miles. It was here in 
Grouard that Oliver Travers. Junior, was born on 
Jan. 12. 1909. one of she sons born to Anna and 
Oliver Senior. 

Ollie says: "My father and my Unde Sid dis¬ 
covered what was to became the Prairie River 
settlement wrest of Lesser Slave Lake, the centre 
of what is now High Prairie. 

"When my parents moved from Wetaskiwin 
they travelled by horse-drawn sleighs to Grouard. 
taking with them all the livestock and equipment 
required to start farming in a new country. My 
mother drove a tent-rigged sleigh with my 
brother. Sid. 11 months old, to care for. Thirty-six 
days later they reached Grouard where she was 
the only white woman for nearly a year, until the 
Hudson's Bay Company’s factor’s wife moved in. 

"In this primitive area she had five more 
sons with only the aid of an Indian woman. The 
nearest doctor was more than 200 miles away in 
Edmonton. Her second son. Jack, was the first 
white baby born in Grouard. on Aug. 5, 1905."

Where the timbered mountain 
slopes of British Columbia come 
down to meet the rim of the wes- 
ern sea, the tree-clad hills and 
jagged peaks lie massed in one 
vast scenic jumble. 

Spreading away to the western horizon from 
the coastline, the wide reaches of Che Pacific 
re\eal little inkling that the same gigantic up- 
heaval continues along tne ocean floor. 

Only the uppermost tops of the underwater 
peaks protrude to disclose the fact as they form 
the m>riad ot forested islands which dot British^ 
'Coiumoia s coastal waters, the rugged beauty of 
which is justly renowned. 

One such gem is Hardy Island, which lies at 
the entrance t > Jer\is Inlet, some flO miles or so 
by water from the city of Vancouver. 

The island's rock-bound shoreline encom¬ 
passes some 2.000 acres, and at the unit of our 
first visit in the mid-305. it was beyond compare 
for »is viYgin torest loneliness. 

Dur.rtg a v a cation' cruise we were fortiinate to 
be in mat vicinity as a summer .day drew to a 
ciosc and with darkness fast approaching a 
check ot our chart brought the decision to put into 
Hardy to iay to tv*r the night. 

Leasing the Strait of MalaspiiU astern we 
headed through the channel which separates tne

Our introduction to Hardy Island capie in a

ary, and that well over 200 of the species were ac¬ 
tually in residence' on the island at the time. 

Most of them we later discovered, were as 
tame as any domestic cow. although not all were 
as brainy as Billy, the young scamp who had dis¬ 
turbed our slumbers on our first day. 

Years before. L. A. McComber, a wealthy fi¬ 
nancier of the Washington city had purchased the 
island from the Canadian government, anl had 
?rected a summer residence there for his family 
Being a firm believer in the preservation of the 
reatures of the wild, and as many deer were al¬ 
ready occupying the area, he decided to establish 
. the place as a true sanctuary. 

That was the fortunate manner in which we 
found it in the midOOs, when we inadvertently 
t:ed up there that summer evening. 

The same generosity with which the 
Me Combers treated the deer was also extended to 
all humans who had the happy chance to visit 
there. .All were allowed to roam at will through 
the cool forested trails, but dogs and firearms 
"ere heavily tattooed. Signs dotted about, also 
requested the utmost care if smoking was in¬ 
dulged in. as one carelessly discarded glowing 
match or stub might turn the island's tinder drv 
forest into an inferno. 

The official guardian of the deer and the 
Hand in general was a most conscientious keeper 
in the person of T<-*m Brazil. Before the purchase 
of the property by McCombers. he had been a 


: of ijardy for the previous 15 years, and 
a small orchard on a few acres he

had cleared , all of which was included, in the 
purc hase by Jlhe McCombers. 

A lover i>! animals. Brazil had already m- 
eouraged deer to remain on the island, and he 
was retained to look after things in general. 
Through Jus expe rt guidance the area developed 
into the successful deer sanctuary it had reached 
at the time our first visit in 19:6. 

FTom a Ismail loginning the herd had gra¬ 
dually mcrca* *d.. and as the island was devoid of 
fences of any type, the animals came and went as 
ng a ton ’be 

channels which divide Nelson- and Hardy Islands 
from the mainland. 

Because jof lengthy re«s»l- nee. some of the 
anirtiais wei4 exceptionally tame, even to the 
point of bemr tormentors. 

_Manv of them had acquired the habit of con¬ 
tinually tryirjg to p<>ke their noses into visitor’s 
pockets, and I almost wherever one went, several 
wuild tag along close behind, all hoping for tasty 
handouts On the prod all the time, they would 
Pull at slee\|e< and indulged in not too g- ntle 
nudging, all h i-art of their astute minds to gain 

attention. ’ 

The appetites seemed enormous, and prof¬ 
fered cigarettes, ice cream, leaves, potatoes and 
bread crusts, all vanished with equal relish. 
Stranely ervlugh. cooked meat found ready ac¬ 
ceptance. and even sliced bacon was relished. 

On morei than one occasion a deer would do 
Its levei bestj to nibble at films being changed in

earner** and one large buck brougn: tea:* to the 
•'ye* o i a little girl, and disgrace to himself. when 
he snatched her straw hat from her head, and it 
was quickly demolished by him and his veracious 
helpmates ribbon band and a£. 

Salt they relished best of all. H‘soever, on the 
advice of T*m Brazil we refrained from offering 
it. and in his own words ho said: * If you hand out 
salt indiscriminately every deer ir, sight will gang 
up on you. to become a herd of pests who will 
follow y»Hi everywhere. The only way you'll ever 
get rid fo them then, is to go back to your boat 
and shut the door until the enthusiastic fans 
disjierso " With such expert advice. an salt was 
left strictly aboard ship. 

Billy was by far the star “herder** on the 
island and as a pet of the McComhor family he 
was allowed to wander in and out of their house 
at will, but woe betide anything lying around 
which ap;**aled to him as an edible morsel as he 
was no respecter of property. He had even sue^ 
ceeded in manipulating the latch to ojen the front 
door, and a slide bolt prevented his entrance 
when he was not wanted. 

Each morning and evening, the animals were 
fed with generous portions of ground oats, or 
shorts as they are better known, and after lying 
out manv piles in rows in the main clearing, the 
resonant voice of Brazil would nng through the 
forest, calling: Come away, come away/’ and 
his charges would appear like magic. 

S>me would approach silently from the many 
trails converging out of the dark wviods. whiie 
others w'nuld come crashing out of tne adjacent 
bush, to assemble on the feeding ground when 
Brazil s welcome shout t<»ld them to corr.e and get 
it. To visitors it was a true thrill while the stam¬ 
ps ie lasted. 

Tame as the deer appeared tb be by human 
observation, their w ild, ingrained instinct still lay 
deep within them. 

Younger ones were dealt with by their elders 
m no uncertain fashion. Mature animals allowed 
» smaller intruder near their own chosen pile of 
shorts. They were driver off by slashing fore 
hooves, and were obliged to stand aside until all 
of the larger deer were feeding Only then were 
they aole to locate a pile for themselves, and 
peace again would reign. 

Guardian Brazil dominated «the feeding, how¬ 
ever, and even the smallest deer would never be 
turn'd away ’infed 


with friewd. 

%\ 

Besides Billy, many of the animals possessed 
names bestowed upon them by Brazil, who knew 
all of them by sight, and one doe. named Sally 
Ann. received her ndfne in a unique manner. 

A lady visitor, sun tanning on the grassy 
bank overlooking the boat float, had dozed off 
and the magazine she had been reading lay 
-jeside. her when along came the doe and began 
nibbling the pages. Brazil, also going by at the 
time, rescued the periodical from further ravage. 
*nd noticing the top page showed an illustration 
of a Salvation Army girl, he named the doe Sally 
Ann on the spot 

Under no restrictions, deer which left Hardy 
to swim over to the mainland usually returned, 
and occasionally one would come back severely 
injured from the bullets of a hunter’s gun. A few 
truants never did return, and being so tame, they 
undoubtedly fell jeasy prey to more accurate 
shots. 

Brazil possessed an ingrained ability for tam¬ 
ing most wild things, and the following episode is 
ample proof of his aptitude. 
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At one time he had raised a flock of pheas¬ 
ants right from the egg stage, and although they 
were tame as any chicken, he allowed them to 
roam and fly at will. 

At daily feeding times he called them in as he 
did the deer, but in their case he emitted a series 
of shrill whistles to do so. 

On the occasion of a boat trip to Powell 
River to obtain supplies, he was standing on the 
deck in front of the wheelhouse. when a number 
of pheasants hove in sight, flying very low, and 
on a course to pass right over the vessel. 

The captain leaned out of the window and 
said, more as a joke than anything else. “Gee. if 
I only had a shotgun. I sure could knock down 
one of those babies.’* 

“You don’t need a gun.” replied Brazil, 
"Watch this." He then gave vent to several ear- 
splitting whistles, and to the utter surprise of the 
ship’s crew, three of the birds wheeled out of the 
flock and circling on stiffened wings, landed 
smack bang on the deck almost at Brazil's feet. 

At the time be got Captain Brealeau of the 
tug Beta II to scribble an affidavit of the affair 
and seeing doubt on our faces after he had told 
the story, he proudly fished out of a pocket the 
tattered piece of paper on which it was written to 
verify the account without doubt 

Since the events of this narrative took place, 
Hardy Island has undergone a calamitous meta¬ 
morphosis. and I was shocked when I saw the 
place in 1964, and the reasons were obvious. 

I learned that Mr. McComber hal been dead 
many years, and the family had sold its holdings 
there, and further, with the death of Tom Brazil 
in the 1950s. the area as a sanctuary had become 
but a memory. 

The home itself was in a bad state of decay, 
and logging operations have denuded much of the 
fine stand of virgin trees which lent such beauty 
to the island. Few deer patronize the place any 
more, and the few doing so are not of the tame 
variety of the McComber-Brazil era. 

So in the space of a few decades animal ref¬ 
uge has come and gone and it is very doubtful if 
ever again In British Columbia another of equal 
degree win be developed through the kindly en¬ 
terprise of private effort.

COLD STRAWBERRY SOUFFLE

June, often called the loveliest 
month of the year, is believed to 
have been named for Juno, wife of 
Jupiter and Queen of the Gods. 
She was not only beautiful, but 
she srrrounded herself with beauty 
. . . her maid Iris wore a dress 
made of a piece of the rainbow 
and these two bequtiful ladies 
rode in a shining cnariot drawn 
by peacocks. 


June of thee I sipg . . - tv* yet hot, dusty 
summer, but so much more than spring. There 
are so many loves of June . . the fragrance of 
roses and the hum of bees in the hollyhocks. Long 
daylight, and morning coffee on the patio. Gentle 
breezes and the silver of a June moon in the 
night sky. Besides these delights many of the 
joys of June are edible. 

What's better than the taste of red ripe straw¬ 
berries and the fragrance of fresh strawberry’ 
jam? Pert pink radishes, slim green onions and 
little lettuces t»*> young to have a heart; the 
small hail of shelled peas in the pan. tiny new 
potatoes with skin tissue-paper thin and baby 
carrots shiny with butter. Wards are inadequate 
to describe the tastes of June. There is a kind 
of perfection about June whicji always surprises 
us ... it is as if there had never been any 
Junes before. 

If June brought us nothing but strawberries 
we would welcome her. No day can go wholly 
wrong that begins with a large dish of whole, ripe 
red strawberries. There are so many ways to 
serve this luscious fruit that it is difficult to know 
where to start. With June weddings and showers 
in mind we've decided on a dish that would be 
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perfect for a June Shower Party . a cold 
Strawberry Souffle that can be made in a large or 
individual mold. 

Perhaps you have been scared to make a 
souffle, because a fluffy baked souffle can 
fall, but a fluffy chilled souffle will never fall. 
Made with unflavored gelatine this souffle 
will hold its lovely texture high in the refrig¬ 
erator. growing firm as it chills and staying 
that way. And it can be made ahead of the 
party and wait in the refrigerator until you 
are ready to serve It. This recipe serves 8. It 
is a real show -off dessert. 


COLD STRAWBERRY SOITFLE ... 2 enve¬ 
lopes unflavored gelatine. 1 cup cold water, 1 cup 
sugar divided. 1 quart strawberries washed and 
hulled. 1 Thsp. lemon juice. 1 tsp. vanilla. 3 egg 
whites and 1 cup heavy cream whipped. Sprinkle 
the gelatine over the cold water in a saucepan 
with a large surface area. Sprinkle gelatine even¬ 
ly over the water (do not pour it in one spot). 
Place over low heat and stir with a rubber spat¬ 
ula until gelatine dissolves. 4 to 5 minutes. Stir 
gently until there are no visible granules It is im¬ 
portant that the gelatine be completely dissolved. 
Check to be sure, if not all dissolved heat a little 
longer. 


Now remove saucepan from the heat. Add 2-2 
cup of the sugar and stir until diss**lved. Mash 
the berries, or puree in an electric blender. Add 
to gelatine with the lemon juice and vanilla. Chill, 
stirring occasionally until the mixture mounds 
slightly when dropped from a spoon. Stirrup the 
mixture occasionally while it chills insures that 
the mixture will cool evenly and that it win not 
just gel around the edges before the centre begins 
to thicken. 


When the gelatine mixture is chilled and 
thickened, remove from 'frig. Beat the egg whites 
at high sjH*ed until soft peaks form. Gradually 
add the remaining > 3 cup sugar continuing to 
heat until very stiff peaks form. Add to the straw¬ 
berry-gelatine mixture by folding in gently. Fold 
until the egg whites are completely blended with 
the rest of the mixture. Whip the cream in a well 
chilled bowl at medium speed until thick enough 
to form soft peaks. tit is not necessary to wash 
the beaters after beating the egg white*, use 
them to whip the cream.) 

Fold the whipped cream into the gelatine mix¬ 
ture. To make a collar for the souffle . . . fold foil 
into four thicknesses, three inches wide and long 
enough to go around the souffle dish with a good 
overlap. Attach to souffle dish with sealing tape 
making collar two inches high. Pour the straw¬

When strawberries become plentiful of 
coarse you'll tie making a batch or two of 
strawberry jam. The uncooked jam that 
keeps Its fresh berry taste and color for 
months. I have kept this jam in the refriger¬ 
ator for one year. (Not in freezer). I kept one 
bottle for this length of time just to see how 
long it would keep. Neither the color or flavor 
deteriorated. 

UNCOOKED STRAWBERRY JAM (or rasp¬ 
berry) 34 cups crushed berries. 5 cups sugar, 1 
box certo crystals. 2 Tbsp. lemon juice and 1 cup 

water. 

Wash and hull the berries. Drain well and pat 
fruit dry with paper towels. Crush and measure 
berries into Large warm bowls. Combine water 
and pectin crystals in a small pan. Bring to a 
boil and boil hard for one minute, stirring con¬ 
stantly. Add the pectin mixture to the fruit, stir 
m lemon juice, then the sugar. I like to heat the 
sugar on a shallow pan in the oven before adding 
to the fruit. Having every thing w-arm helps the 
sugar dissolve quicker. Stir in fruit, sugar and

pectin until the sugar is dissolved. Ladle at once 
into hot sterilized jars. When cold caver with 
lids, tied down aluminum foil or parowax. Store 
in refrigerator. 

Every year I get request* for our Straw¬ 
berry dazed Pie made with the fresh berries. 
The fresh slightly sweetened strawberries are 
arranged In a linked and cooled pie shell. 
Mound them up towards the centre. Now 
make the glaze, better still make the glaze 
before you put the berries In the pie sheU. 
The glaze has to chill and thicken slighUy 
before spooning over berries. 

GLAZE FOR STRAWBERRY PIE ... 1 

package strawberry jelk>. 4 cup sugar. 2 Tbsp. 
lemon juice. 14 cups boiling water. Mix the jello 
powder and sugar, dissolve in the boiling water. 
Be sure crystals are all dissolved. Add the lemon 
juice and a few drops of red vegetable coloring. 


Stir to blend. Chill until syrupy. Spoon over ber¬ 
ries in baked pie shell. Be sure all berries are 
well glazed. Chill until firm. Garnish with lightly 
sweetened whipped cream. 

Strawberries and lee cream are about 
top* for goodness but here's a special way to 
fix them. It's called Strawberries Romanoff. 
Makes 8 to 10 servings.

reluctant spring being mild and sunshiny One 
drives about five miles from the ferry slip down 
Loeon Road to where the mailbox says Douglas. 
Then turn right and down a steep w^fndy road to a 
plateau above the beach where the house stands. 
Forty eight steps cut in the cliffside take you 
down to Joy’s favorite hunting ground — the 
beach: 

Joy was baking bread including delicious 
brown buns for our lunch, which went well with a 
salmon casserole. 

"I love baking bread.” she enthused, “makes 
me feel like a country housewife." 

Despite the tantalizing aroma of the baking 
bread, my attention was instantly captured by the 
magnificent view of Baynes Sound. calm as a 
millpond, with the white-robed mountain# of Van¬ 
couver Island glistening in the sunshine. Lacy 
boughs from the firs in front of the house framed 
the picture. 

Large, unobstructed windows in both the din¬ 
ing area and the living room bring the view into 
the house. Joy handed me a pair of binoculars to 
take a look at “Old Whiskers” sunning himself on 
a marker buoy gently on the water. Whiskers is a 
sea lion who is an institution in that area, though 
unpopular with herring fishermen. 

Numerous birds availed themselves of the 
well-stocked feeding stations Joy arranged for 
them during the bitter weather. They still expect 
service. She told me about Roberta, a grouse who 
adopted the family as an interim substitute while 
waiting to be claimed by a mate! She was as 
tame as any barnyard fowl but rued the day she 
ventured into the house. 

The Douglas’ were saddened to find a huge 
eagle on the beach dead from a bullet wound. 
They had him stuffed and he dominates the living 
room. Roberta mistook him for a live enemy and 
knocked herself out flying against the picture 
window : After she recovered, she disappeared, 
and no doubt her romantic hopes were realized. 
But she politiely returned just once to cluck: 
"Goodbye. It’s been good to know you.” 

Joy creates exquisite flower pictures from the 
shells she finds on the beach. The number of 
colors, sizes and shapes, are amazing, so is the 
artistry of her arrangements. She emphasizes the 
fact that all the colors — blue, piqk, yellow, 
white, and off shades are all natural. 

She was interested in art when she went to 
school but never followed it up until she was 
inspired by the variety and color of the shells she 
found on her beach walks. 

At first she used black velvet for the back¬ 
ground of her picture but this was expensive, so 
now she uses burlap in various colors. Ravelling 
from green burlap does for stems, but she also 
uses dried ferns or twigs. 

After she has assembled her picture and 
glued the shells in place, she uses either spray 
varnish or shellac to preserve and enhance the 
colors and to strengthen the fragile shells. 

Framing is something with which she is still 
experimenting: She has tried several types of 
frames, shadow boxes, and even fibre glass 
frames which Doug makes, but she thinks a plain 
piece of wood, sanded and polished, is as effec¬ 
tive as anything. 

She also makes lapel pins and brooches. Her 
turtle pins are especially delightful. These are 
made from limpet shells and periwinkles, and 
look so real that a child said to a lady who was 
wearing one: “Did you catch that turtle with your 
hands”” 

The turtle shell is made from the limpet, and 
that is one shell that Joy has to go further afield 
to find. 

“The ones on our beach are to high in the 
middle — I like flatter ones." she says The head, 
tail and legs are made of the tiny periwinkles. 
She fills, the ca\ ty of the limpet shell with fibre 
glass which holds the fastener in place and also 
strengthens th- shell.* 

Her dogwood brooches are also attractive 
They are made from small oyster shells and cer¬ 
tainly look like the real thing. I shall have to 
purchase one from h«r if I go to eastern Canada 
this summer. She finds quite a ready market for 
these 

One of her original ideas is to use ripe vetch 
seeds for the centres of her flowers. They Jook 
like little round stones and a coat of shellac adds 
to their durability. 

A beach walk with Joy. and the little poodles. 
Monique and Pierre, is most entertaining She 
knows so much about the shells. 

**Th p library is a great help." she says.

In England rases were the popular presents 
for birthdays and in classic art a rose figured on 
a tomb denoted a short life, while the .graves erf 
Ramans were strewn with roses — their emblem 
of death. At some later date, the wild rose be¬ 
came England's emblem flower. 

In early ecclesiastical art the rose symbolized 
martyrdom, and one of the Holy Virgin's titles 
became, in Italy. Santa Maria della Rosa The 
flower often found in her hand in early paintings 

In time the rose recovered from this debauch¬ 
ery and became the symbol of purity, beauty, 
constancy and many other virtues. 

Today roses are grown and enjoyed for their 
beauty and perfume. The latter being made from 
rose petals. The Attar of Roses, an oil obtained 
from rose petals, has a sweet taste and fragrant 
odor. 

In the Balkan mountains there is a rose dis¬ 
trict known as Rose Valley which has the soil and 
climatic conditions to produce the best roses 
their bushes yielding their first crop at three 
years and attaining full production at five years 
These rose bushes are said to grow to six feet in

height The blossoms, picked by women and giris 
must be taken before the heat of the sun reaches- 
them then taken to cool cement-lined rooms an : 
distilled as soon as possible. Sj»eed in processing 
and obtaining .the oti is necessary as organic ac¬ 
tivity ceases in roses, .orange blossoms and some- 
other flowers Ince they are picked. The oil. or 
Attar of Roses, is used not only in perfumes but 
in flavorings and cosmetics. 

There is y r et another rose, usually dwarfed to 
insignificance by such windrv his beauties as g>»id- 
en prince, cherry' pink pruna l*a!l«-rina. camel* •: 
arctic flame or the gorgeous zulu queen, the 
darkest of all red roses with its deep dusky 
maroon, almost black, recesses, and that is Brr- 
ish Columbia's wild rose 

This lowly wayside rose, which grows in 
hedges along ditches, in open woods or along the 
st-ashore, is one of the daintiest and loveliest of 
all flowers * There are said to be a hundred varie¬ 
ties of this rose in North America, and at least 
six different types in B.C. 

Our common wild nose, a bushy shrub with 
showy flowers often tw*n inches across blooms in 


June, and leaves a fruit or “hip'' which turrts 

bright red in fall and hangs on the bush all winter 
and helps feed many a hungry bird Tills hip 
when ripe is an excellent source of yitamin C, 

containing 6.000 milligrams of Vitamin C per 100 
grams of hips. A single cup of parel rose hi pa 
may contain as much Vitamin C as 10 or 12 dozen 
oranges Vitamins A. Bl. B2. E.K.P., as well as 
niacin, iron and phosphorous, are alao present in 
rose hips. 

The petals make a tea or jam which is said to 
be beneficial as a tonic to the brain and nervous 
system and useful in cases of catarrh. Two des¬ 
sertspoons of petals will make a tea brew. 

Jam or marmalade will keep well through the 
winter and can be made as follows to one pound 
of hips add half a pint of water, boil urtfil tender. 
Put through sieve, mix one pound of sugar to one 
pourx^of pulp- and boil again until it jells. Jam 
can also be made using rose petals in place of 
hips. An ancient herbalist is said fo have once 
written that the use of rases in cookery makrth 
a man roeme and joyful, putteth away all melan¬ 
choly and madness. 

Rose waiter is also made from rose petals In 
India, rose water is used to flavor soft drinks, 
sherbets, ice cream, cakes and many- other deli¬ 
cacies. In Turkey, a bottle of rose water appears 
on the table in place of catsup or savory sauce. 
The Arabs call rose Water 'dew of paradise' and 
use it in glazing roasting fowl. 

Another B.C. variety of wild rose is the dwarf 
rose, which is a smaller shrub with delicate ;>aie 
pink flowers. And the swamp rose has several 
flowers clustered together at the stem end. 

For sheer delicacy and perfume the wild rose 
excels all others' Its elusive scent defied descrip¬ 
tion. for it’s an intangible mixture of nature's ele¬ 
ments the scent of earth, leaves, sun and rain’ 
It's the fragrance of forests ancient with the 
mnuid of moss, fern and leaf. It's a breath rather 
than an essence — a breath from the soul of na¬ 
ture a delicate, aromatic wildwond effluence, 
composed of an infinite variety of living breath¬ 
ing runs and foliage 

No other flower in all the famous gardens of 
the world can produce a perfume like that of a 
wild rose: Many of today s carden roses, by gain¬ 
ing size and texture have lost nearly all their 
fragrance. Certain other roses withhold their 
scent on hot. dry - or windy lay's. releasing it m 
the nv-re stiU and silent hours. 

Others arc more fragrant just as they open, 
some only when fullblown. But the perfume of a 
wild rose lingers until the flower's final hours and 
in memory forever! 

A June wild rose' With the dew of sum¬ 
mer's dawn upon it: Diamonds of dew magically 
transforming the five petals to jewelled fingers of 
I*ale hands once loved t»eside the Shallimar. 

Jt s a timid, humble little roadside rose that 
lifts its soft pink face to the sun or sky. to east or 
west always slightly off centre, as though it 
knew and agreed with the Japanese that it's 
impolite even for a June rose to stare vou in the 
lace.

If anyone cares to dig deep 
enough into the The Daily Colonist 
files he might find an article I 
wrote years and years ago in my 
early public health inspection 
days on the subject of housing. I 
mention that just to show that I 
have been thinking about housing 
for a long time and what I am go¬ 
ing to say is not just a sudden no¬ 
tion attributable to over-exposure 
under the tropical sun. 

Housing is something everyone should think 
about because it is a basic need of all animals. 

As a matter of fart the housing need is a 
whole fistful of needs^ rolled into one — shelter 
from the weather — privacy — sanctuary from a 
host of pests from mosquitoes to religious fanat¬ 
ics and encyclopedia salesmen — and it is the 
need for pleasing surroundings. 

H«*w many of the world's houses meet all 
these needs? No* very many. Most notable among 
the failures are the drab brick terrace houses of 
England that don’t even meet the first need — 
and they certainly don't meet the last. The En¬ 
glish h'«use fails miserably as soon as the temper¬ 
ature drops. The open fireplace is not adequate 
as a heaung unit to cope with the English cli¬ 
mate. The Canadian prairie house with its he* air 
furnace and its thick insulation is better. It 
shelters the occupants from the weather because 
it has to. If it didn't they could be very’ stiff and 
dead after a 50 below zero night. 

The modern apartment fails to meet the need 
for privacy. In my opinion it jails to meet the 
need for beauty too. All it really does is provide 
shelter from the storm and an escape from gar¬ 
dening chores. For those who like gardening — 
and there are huge number of these — the 
apartment l»ecoroes a prison — four walls and a 
ceiling restricting freedom. But it does provide 
sanctuary. It takes an extremely persistent and 
ingenious salesman to penetrate the at.artment 
block defences. In some ways it is reminiscent of 
the feudal castle with moat and armed sentry. 

We don't want moats, sentries, or even edu¬ 
cated. remote-cortrolled door locks to protect us. 
But we do like sanctuary. To find it we had to 
travel an incredible distance. 

In this tropical region of Queensland the need 
for protection from the weather / 1* not so great 
True, one has to have a roof against the monsoon 
that can empty’ up to a couple of feet of water 
onto the land in a single night. But uncounted 
generations of aboriginals have survived these 
with little more than woven fronds to protect 
them. Many a prospector has lived through 
many a wet with nothing more than a tent. 

There aren't really enough people in our par¬ 
ticular locality to endanger our privacy. There 
aren't any hazards one needs security against. In¬ 
sects at certain seasons are a hazard bat it isn’t 
really practical to protect oneself against insects 
and still enjoy the outdoor life. A net around the 
bed and a ceiling fan overhead ensure a pood 
night s sleep. So the <«ne real need in the North 
Queensland house is that it be comfortable and 
attractive. 

Since discovering our sanctuary we haven’t 
been bothered by a single person selling anything. 
We haven't ever locked a door or secured the 
house against burglars. We, haven't even hidden 
our wheelbarrows, hoses, la winnowers, etc. and 
we haven't lost a thing. The only invasion has 
been from an energetic mob of a dozen or more 
children who come occasionally from a nearby 
aboriginal community. 

These children vary in age from two or three 
years to maybe 12. The older <mrs keeping track 
of Jhe tiny ones and all consumed by an avid curi¬ 
osity. They have to climb every tree, poke into 
every- comer, sit in every chair. They would be 
upstairs lying on every bed if we let them but we 
draw lines and set limits and cwte of them is 
tha* we have ruled the upstairs as out of tounds. 
Wc have also insisted thajt they come without 
their <V*gs because we consider dogs to be too 
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dirty to have around a place. The children ob¬ 
serve these rules to the best of their ability. 

But curiosity is a very powerful force. When 
Ila was here last year she was alone in the house 
during one of these invasions. She was lying half 
asleep on the couch. The children sat around in 
silence, presumably not to disturb her. When they 
were satisfied her eyes were closed tight (which 
they weren't! one of the boys got up quietly and 
darted up the stairs. 

Ila was suddenly wide awake, ordering the 
youngster down again. He returned at once with a 
wide, satisfied grin on his face to report to the 
group in a triumphant voice " — Good up top.” 

(to another occasion Sheila heard one of the 
older children ordering a smaller one to get out of 
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one of the patio chairs. " — That’s where Mr] 
Smith sits to read his comics.” 

The children are not a nuisance. They are 
well behaved and polite They are beautiful to 
look at. They have insatiable appetites for ice 
cream, fruit, and other goodies. Our complaint 
is that they don't come often enough. 

Knowing the need for attractive housing it is 
quite incredible that we bought the place we did 
to settle, presumably for the rest of out lives. 

Sheila told her Canadian friends at the time 
that we bad bought the two ugliest houses in 
Australia. This was probably an exaggeration. 
What we had done was buy a magnificent build¬ 
ing site that had been hopelessly betrayed. 

There were two houses on the property — a 
big one and a little one — and a shed that we 
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were almost afraid to enter because of tt* firth 
and clutter. Snakes could well be hiding beneath 
the junk. 

The shed is now-fairly empty. The little house 
is still an eyesore but the big house now meets 
our needs. Sheila, who only a couple of years age 
called it the ughest house in Australia. now 
writes to Ila “. . . you will be amazed when you 
see the place again. It gives something (-f the 
feeling of the bouse we left on Kingham Place.** 
And that, in my hook, is a very high compliment. 
A local lawyer who has known this property tor 
years stands in the doorway and looks around 
speechless; finally he splutters, . . It’s — it * . 
. . well, like some sort of miracle.” 

And it is a miracle. It is the miracle of man * 
creativity. It is the miracle of achievement that 
toUows the freeing of a man from conventxauJ 
patterns, from preconceived notions and. n*«t 
important, from concern for what the rest of the 
w orld will think. 

Admittedly the deficiencies of the place when 
we moved here were so glaring that no outstand¬ 
ing creative effort was needed — only work — 
and the willingness to start a job that obviously 
wasn't going to be finished for years. Ingenuity 
was needed because with no road at the time and 
Do boat -if our own we couldn’t run to the hard¬ 
ware store whenever we needed something. An 
innovatton is a satisfying thing for the innovator 
although the purist might be horrified. This house 
is full of innovations. 

The first project was a digging job because 
we have to have a septuc tank. This took three 
days of hard work and cost roe the price c<f a lew 
bags of cement and a few feet of field tile. 1 
hooked up a toilet and a handbasin to it — the 
first step on the road to transforming a bam into 
a house. Subsequently I added another fodet and 
handbasin. a bath and shower and a two-compart¬ 
ment sink with garbage disposal unit. The tank 
that was so easy and cheap to instal will solve 
the sewage disposal problem for as tong as thi» 
house is occupied. It is the most efficient and 
practical sewage disposal system it is possible to 
own. It is the cheapest to install and after in¬ 
stallation is cost free and trouble free. It makes 
liars out of those who say that septic tanks are 
expensive and hazardous. 

The next project was sheer madness 1 buih 
a fireplace. 

This is not the first fireplace to he buih m the 
tropical north because we saw one of»>er in 
Cairns. It has been converted to a planter kog 
ago but there it was — evidence that there had 
been another sentimental nut in these parts. 

I built a fireplace against the time six months 
ahead when the evenings would be chilly. I taiilt a 
fireplace too because I like playing around with 
rocks and also because a house has to have a 
focus — something solid where the ej* caa begin 
its search for satisfying shapes and surfaces and 
colors. A brand-new toilet and ha n dbasin are very 
nice and necessary, but they don't provide such a 
focus. 

The fireplace turned out to be quite pictur¬ 
esque and certainly provided comfort and 
warmth when winter did come for its brief annual 
visit. But it also served to keep the curious away 

— the sticky beaks as the Australians call them — 
the people who poke around every new project 
because they yust have to know what s going am 

— nothing can keep them away except eccentric¬ 
ity and fear of contagion. A fireplace in the trop¬ 
ics is as effective as a placard saying smallpox. 

Even with a new toilet and handbasin and the 
only functioning fireplace north of Capricorn we 
still had a problem. The bouse was made of 
Australia’s prestige material of the outback — 
com:rated iron — and I didn't like iL 

Strong, weatherproof, fireproof — corrugated 
iron has done yeoman service ova* a vast land 
where nothing else could really have done a* 
good a job. The corrugated iron building erected 
by the Australian craftsman will outlast him and 
his progeny. The frame is constructed of iron- 
hard pumwood with all joint mortised and ten¬ 
oned. Anti-cyclone straps and rods are built!- in 

— the concrete work.is strong and well finished. 
But no one with tastebuds could possibly find 
such a structure pleasing to look at or com¬ 
fortable to live m.

Eskimo Art 


ESKIMO PRINTS fcj jiom

It is fitting that this collection of 
Eskimo prints should be footnoted 
by James Houston for it Is Houston 
who is generally credited with get¬ 
ting Canada's Eskimos started In 
print-making. 

In his Introductory note Houston 
recalls his visit to Cape Dorset in 
the winter of 1957 and the discussion 
that took place between himself and 
Oshaweetok. a famous Eskimo 
carver. 

The Eskimo was questioning 
Houston, an accomplished artist, 
about how tiresome it must be for 
someone to have to paint pictures of 
the sailor trademark on every pack¬ 
age of cigarettes. Houston recalls 
haw he tried to explain printing to 
the Eskimo artist and finding that 
words failed him he took an ivory 
walrus tusk that Oshaweetok had 
recently carved. 

Houston dipped his finger in 
some ink residue and smothered it 
over the tusk. Then he carefully 
placed a piece of toilet tissue over 
the inked surface and rubbed it. 

When Houston stripped the paper 
•way there was a negative image of 
the incised design on the paper. 
Houston recalls Oshaweetok said r 
“We could do that,” and that is how 
it began. 

The collection shows the incred¬ 
ible vitality that has come to be as¬ 
sociated with Eskimo art and this 
collection also seems to bear out the 
contention of most critics that the 
earliest works were the most primi- ■ 
tive and yet the most compelling. 
There is a parallel description of 
each print in French. 

This really is an outstanding book 
that should not be missed by anyone 
who has the least interest in this dy¬ 
namic art form.

Nevertheless, this Is s highly in¬ 
teresting tale of the days in the late 
19th century when either death or 
fort u ne were easy to come by. 

Burster's move to Vancouver Is¬ 
land. his friendship with Dunam ulr, 
Douglas. Ulysses S. Grant and Amor 
de Cosmos, and his many adventures 
in the developing Canada, are the 
story's high points for any B.C. resi¬ 
dent. 

With de Cosmos, (founder of the 
Colonist •. Buns ter served as MP for 
B.C representing all of Vancouver 
Island north of Victoria, from 1374 
to '*382. while his friend de Cosmos 
represented Victoria during the 
same period. While de Cosmos was 
a member of the Reform Party. 
Buns ter was a Conservative, which 
seems a strange labfel for a man es¬ 
sentially a reformer. 

Bunster was proficient at a great 
number of occupations, not the least 
of which was a brewer and a farm¬ 
er. His farm was In Saanich penin¬ 
sula. along both sides of what is now 
the Pat Bay highway, with his bouse 
facing the bay. according to a map 
provided in this book. 

Also highly interesting is the pho¬ 
tograph of the gate at Yates and 
Government streets, shown with its 
decorations for the visit of Princess 
Louise'and the Marquis of borne in 
September. 1882. The marquis was 
then governor-general of Canada. 

Shown as well are pictures of 
paintings of the Bunsters which 
hang in Government House. 

Although the reader learns what 
happened when Bunster and de 
Cosmos displayed a sheaf of Saanich 
wheat m the House of Commons and 
other intriguing bits of information, 
there are some details missing, but 
these seem insignificant when com¬ 
pared with the wealth of details that 
is provided 

To check on the progress’W the 
railroad was Burster's excuse.jbut a 
more likely reason was his unquen¬ 
chable sense of adventure, when he 
set out with others by canoe and 
paddled all the way to Ottawa. 

On the trip there were many ad¬ 
ventures. including a meeting with 
Louis P.eil then praised as a Mani¬ 
toba pirmeer. 

Bunster soon retired to San Fran¬ 
cisco in the real estate business, and 
died there, ending a fabulous career. 


Romance and Nostalgia 
With Paddlewheelers

During the course of the discovery and develop¬ 
ment of British Columbia men have used every form of 
transportation including their own backs, camels, hor¬ 
ses, dugouts, jet planes and steam trains but it's 
doubtful if any one of these con compare with the 
paddlewheelers for pure romance and nostalgia. 


The later part of the last century 
and the early years of this one were 
the greatest days for the romantic 
ships that kicked up a wake of foam 
almost everywhere there was water 
deep enough to float them. 

The fact that the history of this 
era has been so well documented 
and photographed is to the credit of 
many pioneers and historians but 
the laurels for bringing this story to 
public attention must go to B.C. 
writer and editor Art Downs. 

Downs' first book was Pmddle- 
wheels ow the Prowtler in wtiieh he 
told something of the background of 
these ships and then dealt in detail 
with their saga on the Eraser, 
Skeen* and Stikine and he covered 
the Cariboo, which he knows so well, 
in detail. 

Now Downs has rounded out his 
story with a second volume that 
covers these ships in other areas 
including the Arrow and Kootenay 
Lakes, the Kamloops and Shuswap 
country and the Columbia and Koo¬ 
tenay Rivers. 

Only the trained historian and 
scholar will be able to evaluate the 
toocoughness of the research but

the readability of the books Is unde¬ 
niable. 

Downs has an easy style and he 
has made skillful use of illustrations 
to make the history come alive. His 
collection of photographs is quite 
outstanding. 

His chapter on Northern B.C. and 
the Yukon is. to my mind, one of his 
mast exciting lor he introduces not 
only the ships but also some of the 
great personalities connected with 
the mad hunt for gold. 

Just what area of B.C. history 
Downs intends to tackle next re¬ 
mains to be seen, but I hope he 
doesn't stop turning out these books. 

If more history were presented in 
this exciting way then a good many 
more people would be moved to 
enjoy an interest in the fantastic 
past of this province. Downs must 
be commended on a splendid effort.

He first told about police work, 
and showed readers that cops are 
human in THE NEW CENTTHI- 
ONS. In that one he took his reader 
forcefully into the minds and nerves 
of his subjects. He told with com^>as- 
sioa the predicament of the police¬ 
man. 

Wambaugh keeps it up in THE 
BLIE KNIGHT <Little Brown: SS8 
pages), as he tells of the last three 
days of duty for officer Bumper 


Morgan, a man. it turns out is hard 
to like and hard to hate. 

With three days to go before ret¬ 
irement Bumper, a good cop. young 
in mind, obscene in body, begins to 
fall apart as he quickens his pace of 
living. 

Bumper is many things; a com¬ 
passionate man. fearless, hard. soft, 
a freeloader, gluttonous, law-abiding 
and a law unto himself. 

Bumper gets more mixed up as 
the three days march on and his 
years of dealing with hoods, bums, 
hustlers, tope* the crooks and the 
victims do him no good as Wam¬ 
baugh weaves a story you’ll not 
want to miss. 

Sgt. Wambaugh obviously knows 
cops, he also knows writing: he is 
forceful, gripping, gutsy and know¬ 
ledgeable. “ 

Read it and you'll like Vancouver 
Island even more than you do now-.

Mrs. Jameson u«ed the travel* 
diafy form to great effect, and her 
vivid description of life in muddy 
York and around the Niagara fmn* 
tier, demonstrates a fine eye for de¬ 
tail. 

Next comes John Richardson's 
famous Wacouata. First published 
as Waroaata: or The Prophecy, in 

1832 in three volumes, it is a tale of 
treacher. adventure romance and 
revenge in frontier Canada in the 
perilous 1760s. This abridged edition 
has been handled skilfully and the 
story, familiar to most history buffs, 
enfolds nicely. Wacousta. the white 
man •‘turned Indian'-’ still dominates 
as he gives aid to the Ottawa chief. 
Pontiac in his drive to Capture Fort 
Detroit. 

Back to the feminine view of 
early Canada, with Roughing It In 
The Ru*ih. by Susanna Moodie. Orig¬ 
inally published in 1852 in two vol¬ 
umes. the present form is now in its 
seventh reprint. Roughing has be¬ 
come a Canadian classic, and is a 
motheriode of ironic observations on 
pioneer Canada. 

Finally, there is Roger Sodden, 
by Thomas Raddall. This historical 
novel published in 1944. and dealing 
with early life on the Atlantic coast 
and Halifax in particular, is full of 
adventure, and is well known for its 
sympathy with, and understanding 
of, the Maritime character. 

The growth of both the hero and 
Halifax, takes place against the 
background of the French-English 
struggle for supremacy in Canada. 
This well known book has lost none 
of its power over the years.

perbnrki is a collection at pieces by 
military historians and others on 
various aspects of the military's 
role in Canadian society. 

This is one of those moments in 
Canadian history when the military 
is seen only as a burden to taxpay¬ 
ers and the less heard of the bet¬ 
ter. The object of this overpriced lit¬ 
tle book seems like an attempt to 
“■ell” the military’ to the public. 

As .military historians, m'-’itary 
economists, and other gentlemen 
who play passive roles in war need 
battles to justify their own exis¬ 
tences. it is. not surprising that they 
take unkindly to public apathy. 
Hence this book Here's hoping their 
efforts fail. 


Fascinating War Histories 


There seems to be no end to the flood of books 
about the Second World War. Most of the memoirs 
hare been written, many unit histories have been com¬ 
piled from war diaries, war correspondents hare had 
their say, and military historians have refought the 
major campaigns, and will no doubt go on doing so 
for ever and ever and ever. 


The subject Is endlessly fascinat¬ 
ing and never more «> man in books 
pleating with either an unusual 
Aspect, such as TImi Double t mm 
My«teiti (review in The Inlander. 
March it), or with an hitherto un¬ 
disclosed exploit. 

One such exploit was the disa¬ 
bling of the Orman battleship Tlr* 
pita by a specially constructed group 
of miniature submarines. The full 
story of this mission, unparalleled in 
the annals of the ses. is graphically 
recounted by Thomas Gallagher in 
The X craft Raid. 

The Tirpitx was the mightiest 
naval vessel in all of Europe. When 
the Germans slipped her into the 
fjords of occupied Norway in Jan¬ 
uary, 1942. she became an over¬ 
whelming menace to allied shipping 
and prevented British battleships 
from going to the Pacific where they 
were sorely needed. 

The RAF tried and tried to de¬ 
stroy her, but all attempts failed. 
Winston Churchill fumed with rage. 
When told there was no weapon to 
touch her, he ordered one to be in¬ 
vented. 

The result was the British X- 
craft, or midget\submarine and a 


Applying the same yardstick for 
an appraisal of her abilities is dif¬ 
ficult. but it ooukl. be said that her 
principal gift is that of being able to 
capture the mood of upper middle- 
class English society to perfection. 

This ability is admirably illus¬ 
trated in her latest novel Odd Girl 
Out. Miss Howard tells us about a 
well-to-do childless English ooupl*. 
Edmund and Anne Comhill. who live 
a near-idyllic life in their country 
borne and garden outside London. 
Their privacy and mutual admira¬ 
tion are disturbed and almost de¬ 
stroyed when they are visited by a 
relation of Edmund’s, .Arabella Da- 
wick. 

Now. as was mentioned earlier. 
Miss Howard likes to sum up what 
she likes to write about in one sen¬ 
tence. which in this case is the reso¬ 
lution of that perennial problem in 
social geometry — the eternal trian¬ 
gle. 

Fortunately, for the novelist the 
social triangle has far more angles 


•*crrt nuaakm that pitied them 
against the battleship that was a 
thousand time# the X-craft* rise 
Gallagher explains the building of 
the craft, the selection and training 
of the crews, the heroic f*art played 
by Norwegian resistance men and 
women, and the haaardous mission 
itself. 

It's t short book, but rarely have 
170 pages contained such breathless 
suspense as the reader accompanies 
these hemes every Inch of the way 

on the gallant and almost untielievs* 
ble journey, which resulted in the 
awarding of two VOi. the kws of 
many lives, and success out of all 
proportion to the coat. 

The X-CTaft Raid is the result of 
original research, in Britain. Ger¬ 
many and Norway, and is a fitting 
monument to one of the great sagas 
of all time.

She has also a brilliant gift for di¬ 
alogue at this level of the English 
ambiance. Her people, and more 
especially her principal characters, 
are all credible and viable. 

I am not totally convinced of her 
capability as a literary architect for 
there are some odd flaws in the 
structure of Odd Girl Out. But the 
validity of this observation is best 
left to the reader’s discretion. 

Odd Girl Oat is definitely an in¬ 
teresting and exciting book, though 
it could be that some of its subtleties

The 
wet suit, worn to keep the diver warm is almost 
a necessity in these northern waters but by 
wearing it, he can dive the whole year arounc 
The word SCl T BA means Self Contained 
Underwater Breathing Apparatus and refers to 
the diving tank and regulator. The d.\>er who 
holds his breath and does not use 1 he scuba gear 
is known as a skin diver, though both usually 
the wet suit for the warmth it provides. 

Imagine the thrill of wrestling an octopus in 
40 feet of water without the aid of a cfcvbg tank 
or knife, relying on your strength and cunning to 
bring your prey to the surface. Such events have

dramatically, and for the adventurous., some of 
the greatest thrills can be found in night diving. 
Under artificial light, fish which are normally 
pastel hued in the day take on $harp contrastu^ 
colors at night’. All the colors of the spectrum ap¬ 
pear. where previously only faded blues, green or 
browns were apparent to the eye. 

The colors were present during the daylight, 
of course but color is filtered out by the water a* 
the diver descends. During the night, by using un¬ 
derwater battery operated lights, the true color* 
apjfcar vividly. Another odd aspect is that fish 
appear to be bewildered and are often attracted 
towards the light. 

For the camera enthusiast the underwater 
world yields a new dimension and many diver* 
try to record what they have seen on film. Nearly 
everyone has owned a camera at some time, 
from the simplest to the model so complex that it 
almost requires engineer's papers to operate But 
no matter how competent a photographer may be 
above water he will find a new set of obstacles 
confronting him below the surface 

All the problems which are familiar to the 
dry-lander such as flash bulbs which refuse to 
flash, film which sticks in the camera, faulty 
light readings, all these are present, besides little 
items like leak jig camera cases, to foil the un¬ 
derwater shurterbug! But with a little patience, 
these obstacles can be overcome and for an ar¬ 
dent photographer. a good underw ater picture is 
rewarding indeed. * 

Underwater photographic festivals are be¬ 
coming increasingly popular and 3 re being held 
throughout the world Although it mighty be felt 
that the Mediterranean or Caribbean divers 
would* have a clear field in such contests, our 
local divers are proving that the marine life in 
the West Coast waters is just a? photogenic and 
appealing to the eye as anywhere in the world. 

If then, you are looking for a hobby in which 
the whole family can participate, and one which 
will fit into the av erage budget, consider skin div¬ 
ing You may not find any sunken treasure, wres¬ 
tle an oct *pu> spear a 50-poiind ling cod or 
snap a prize winning picture, but you will have 
the time of your life 

But lefore you get in over your head be sure 
to take lessons from one of your local qualrfiod 
diving instructors.

I am 57. Have you any 
suggestions?

I don’t for a moment 
doubt that the he|>atltia indeed 
has had something to do with 
your hair loss. 

However, it is far from 
being the greatest risk related 
to hepatitis, a disease which 
has become dangerously pre¬ 
valent with too little attention 
paid to it, and to measures 
people should lake to protect 
themselves.

That was the situation out¬ 
lined last week by deputy rec- 
r e a t i o n minister Lloyd 
Brooks. He said in an inter¬ 
view that fines throughiHit 
B.C., which were consistently 
615 to 625 before the amend¬ 
ments became effective in 
May, are now increasing to as 
high as 650. 

"It looks like the courts are 
saying okay — everytiody 
knows about the act and what 
their responsibilities are 
Let’s get with it*,” Brooks 
said 

Brooks pointed out that so¬ 
ciety is becoming more envi¬ 
ronment conscious. "There's 
a public resentment over lit¬ 
ter now that didn’t exist a few 
years ago." 

He had no figures available 
to pinpoint the number, loca¬ 
tion and size of penalty for lit¬ 
ter offences. 

But. he said, the general 
trend shows that enforcement 
was lenient during the year 
following enactment of the 
litter act. 

Eforcement then gradually 
increased. It reached a new 
peak after approval of the 
amendments during the lust 
legislative session. Severity of 
penalties have shown a simi¬ 
lar pattern. 

How does one go about de¬ 
tecting a litterbug? "It is ex¬ 
tremely difficult to nail peo¬ 
ple That is why the number 
of those convicted is not very 
great," said Brooks 

Brooks said enforcement 
officers could keep watch 
over an area where garbage 
is repeatedly dumped "I 
don't kntfw how they catch 
them, frankly." 

’’The point is. people who 
make a practice of dumping 
garbage are going to get 
nailed. They’re lucky if they 
don't get nailed because 
. there’s so many j>eopie con¬ 
cerned about if," Brooks said 

He said anybody is entitled 


to lay charges against a per¬ 
son who violates the Litter 
Act. 

Amendments to the act are 
designed mainly to plug loop¬ 
holes. Here are some of the 
new provisions mentioned by 
Brooks: 

• Retailers who sell 
canned or bottled soft drinks 
can no longer divert responsi¬ 
bility for refunding cans and 
txdtles to serrate debits. 

• The original act banned 
dumping of litter on land and 
fresli water. An amendment 
also bans dumping of litter on 
ice.

Under the Municipal Act the 
bylaw—an addition to zoning 
bylaw No. 66 - was drafted 
for region’s Planning Area 
No. 3 — which is Salt spring 
island. 

The bylaw, which governs 
recreation, included this sec¬ 
tion in its earlier stages: " 
places of outdoor recreation 
including parks, playgrounds, 
golf courses, riding acade¬ 
mies. riding stables, bicycle 
paths, hiking and horseriding 
trails . . ,*’ 

After a public hearing held 
on the bylaw in Ganges in 
January, the board drafted an 
amendment and added it to 
the above. It read V. . . but 
excluding sporting and recre¬ 
ational activities primarily in¬ 
volving the use of power- 
driven means of conveyance." 

"Those attending the inqui¬ 
ry expressed 80 per cent

against an ‘amendment’ be¬ 
cause no reasons were given 
why." said Wilkinson. 

He said that no more was 
heard about toe legislation 
until it was cited at the air¬ 
strip inquiry — with the 
amendment. 

"As far us we’re concerned 
the whole thing was planned 
in secrecy." said Wilkinson. 
"We like neither the content

of this rule affecting us nor 
the way it was put through — 
it constitutes a major change, 
behind our backs. 

"It was a shock to find that 
the bylaw was in effect f<>r 
several weeks and we were 
totally unaware of it..’* 

Wilkinson said he spoke to 
regional board officials on 
Friday, but that they main¬ 
tained a stand that the final 
document was within tlie con¬ 
text of the original byluw pro¬ 
posed at the hearing. 

"I don’t care what presenta¬ 
tion they make - we still feel 
we've been given a bum 
deal." said Wilkinson. "We 
feel they should have at least 
brought it back for another 
public hearing." 

At a meeting of the island's 
planning association to lie 
held Monday, it is likely tlie 
matter will be raised, said 
Wilkinson. 

"Many people are upset 
about this and I'll have to 
re|H»rt just the way the re¬ 
gional board handled the mat¬ 
ter.’* 

John McManus, owner of a 
recreation centre at Ganges, 
said in an interview he feels 
tlie regional tniard is acting to 
turn Salt Spring into a park 
"for the benefit of everyone in 
Vancouver, Victoria and tlie 
surrounding arcus." 

McManus also said there is 
considerable hard feeling on 
the part of some islanders be¬ 
cause a five-man advisory 
committee to the regional 
txiard is appointed — not 
elected.
